Wee doe both of us profeſle an earneſt deſire of Peace, and for 
care of the ſpeedy ſending of Propoſitions to the King : And wee 
do beleeve, that the Parliament may he ſufficiently perſwaged of the 
ſinceritie of our Deſires, if they may be pleaſed, cither to remember 
for how long a time, how frequently, and how inſtantly wee haye 
preſſed this Point, and have nor yet received all rhe Propoſitions 


which they defire to bee ſent; Ortq conſider the ſufferings ot rhe 
A 2 Kingdome 


Aving conſidered the Anſwer. of 


ſixth of April : and having to, 
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(4) 
Kingdome of Scotland abroad and at home, fince they firſt gave 
their affiſtance to this Kingdoine, from which they long to be delive- 
red by an honourable and happy Peace; and might have beene long 


ſince delivered, if it could have agreed with their Covenant, Trea- 
ties, and Declarations for the good of their Brerhren: Or to call to 


minde how much wee have urged, that the former Propoſitions of 


Uxbridge agreed upon by both Kingdomes, might be ſent ro His Ma- 
jeſtie, from our juſt apprehenſion of the difficulties which might a- 
rile from the new Propoſitions; And which we have repreſented in 
conference ro a Committee of both Houſes, with the reaſons of our 
different judgements in ſome particulars, concetved by us to be very 
materiall, and important for the good of both Kingdoms. 

Wee have no delight to bufie our ſelves, or to be medlers in mat- 
ters impertinent for us, there be ſome things which properly con- 
cerne the Kingdome of England, their Rights, Lawes and Liberties, 
which wee deſire no more to meddle with, then with the Rights, 
Lawes,and Liberties of other Kingdomes, and according to our Co- 
venant, will not only conſent unto, but endeavour the preſervation 
of them, as England by the like Obligation is bound to conſent un- 
ro, and preſerve ours. But there be other matters, which either in 


their owne nature, as being common to both, or by Covenant or 


Treaty concerne both Kingdomes, wherein unlefle we would forger 
our Duty ro God,to the Kings Majeſtie, to our own native Kingdom, 
and to our Brethren , Our common concernment and intereſt cannot 
be denied : Were this difference and diverſitic rightly apprehended, it 
might free both the Parliament and us from the obloquies and impu- 
tations uf ſuch undiſcerning ſpirits,as notwithſtanding our Covenane 
Treaties, and Ingagements, have no other thoughts of the concern- 
ments of the two Kingdomes , then they had before they entred in- 
tothis Union and Conjun&ion. 

Wee did not intend by our Paper of the ſixth of April, that the 
reſolutions of the Houſes ſhould be ſubjeed to the Debates and Al- 
terations of a Committee to be joyned with us : Nor were we ſo far 
miſtaken, as to conceive that both Kingdomes are bound to a joint 
advice and judgement, in the preparing and moulding of each one of 
the Propoſitions: But becauſe no Ceſlation, Pacification, or Agree- 
ment whatſoever for Peace, is to be made by either Kingdome, with- 
out the mutuall advice and conſent of both, we conceive that one 
Kingdome may not ſend Propoſitions to the King, or finally deter- 
mine upon Propoſitions to bee ſent for Peace, without the advice as 
well as conſent of the other: For we beleeve the Ceſlation, Pacifi- 
cation, and Agreement mentioned in the Treaty, doth not only con- 
fiſt in the laſt Formality, or Solemnity of Peace-making, but alſo, 


and chiefly in the materiall Propoſitions and Foundation,upon which 


the Peace is finally to be concluded; which once being propoſed, and 
agreed unto by his Majeſtic, there can be no more queſtion of Pacifi- 
cation or Agreement, but ipſo faiFo, a Peace doth neceſſarily enſue : 
For as hath beene clearly acknowledged in our late Letters tothe 


King, 
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King, the granting of the Propoſitions to bee ſent is.the effecuall 
meanes 7» give fatisf:Rion and ſecurity , eſpecially if deſired, and 
granted by way of Bill, which was unto us the finall ſecurity inthe. 
year 16:11. Alſo rhe Peace 15 to be ſettled berweene the Kinsdomes , | 
as well as ber:seene them and his Majcſtie: And in our letter of the 
the 13. ot J:-uary tothe King wee have both declared, Thar Propo- 
ſitions from both Kingdomes were to bee ſent to His, Majeitie, and 
that this was the only way for attaining a happy and well grounded 
Peace. To this joynt Advice and. onfent in the Propoſitions to be 
ſent, wee conceive both Kinzgdomes ere bound by Covenant , Which 
runneth all along upon their joynt Encdeavours, for Union againſt all 
dividing and ſeparating wayes eſpecially for Union and Unifor- 
mity in the matter of Religion, as the chieteit, both Ground and Re- 
ſult of their orher: Conjuntion. This joynt Advice and Conſent 
hath beene the conſtant-and continuall PraRice of both Kingdoms, 
in all their Treaties, Demands, Anſwers, and Reſolutions concer- 
ning Peace, ever ſince their mutuall Engagement , and particularly 
in framing and ſending tne former Propolitions, as the joynt deſires 
of burh; Kingdomes, united by Covenant for the common ſafety of 
both. Avainſt this juſt courle, His M:jeſties Commiſſioners in the 
Treaty ac Uxvriage, endeivoured to divide the deſires of the King- 
domes, w:uc' was then apprenended, reſiſted, and reje&ed by the 
Comm:;Tiners of Parhtament, and by the Houſes themſelves, as 4 
dangerous an deſtructive motion: Nor would the Parliament of 
England have veene {ati-fied with the proceedings of the Kingdome 
of. Scot!and, their Army, or Commiſſioners, it they had ſent Pro- 
poſitions of Peace to'the King for themſelves : Only alleadging for- 
themſelves, that a/rhough they had ſent Propofitions of Peace to 
His M:jcſtie, to obtaine His grant thereof , yer they hever intended 
to conclude the Peace without Conſent of their Brethren. In 
this therefore we refer our ſelves tothe common Rule and Principie 
of Equity received'amonegſt all men. if 

Wee might heer have obſerved the difference betweene Pacifica- 
tion and Agreement whatſoever, berwixt Advice and Conſent, and 
what theſe doe import, inthe z. and 9. Articles of the ſame Treaty 
and might have added many other reaſons, upon which wee will not 
now infiſt , but doe earneſtly deſire and expeR, that the Honoura- 
ble Houſes in their Wiſdome, and from their Love of Peace, will 
finde out wayes for removing ( in a Brotherly.manner) the differen- 
ces of Judgement about the Propoſitions to be ſent, That our reaſon 
being ſatisfied, we may all agree as well in the means as in the end. 

Concerning the Preface, Title, and Concluſion of the Propofiti- 
ons , The matter of Fact doth nor an{were our defires, which are in 
Reference to Propoſitions to be ſent from both Kingdomes, and not 
in reference toany Act depending in the Houles of Parliament, the 
nature whereof is ſuch as cannot provide for the ſecurity of both 
Kingdomes, as was more fully expreſſed in our Paper of the four- 
teenth of Auguſt 1645: Inanſwere whereunto the Houſes of Par- 
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liament in their votes of the eighteenth of that Moneth , did refolve 
to ſend Propoſitions and Bils ro His Majeſtic, wee doe therefore de- 
fire the Houſes may agree to the ſending of the Preface, Title, and 


- Concluſion of the former Propoſitions, or at leaſt, that they may be 


ro that ſenſe. 
As to the four lines in the front. of the Propoſitions delivered 
unto its , Iris rrue that the diſtance of the wrkng of them to the 
firſt Propoſition , made us to conceive them to bee no part of that 
Propoſition , but a Preface to the whole ;z nor coild the matter of 
theſe lines lead us to another interpretation thereof : But ſince they 
are intended by the Houſes as anintrodudion to the firſt Propofi- 
tion, wee doe agree that there bee an introdudtion ; only wee defire 
it may bee conf1dered, that the words as they now ſtand, doe hold 
foorth, That both Kingdomes wete' neceffirated to undertake rhis 
war for their own defence; whereas the Kingdome of Scotlarid did 
ingage with their Brethren of England, and undertake this wat for 
the ends expreſſed in the Covenant, before which the invaſion of 
Scotland was only looked upon as a probable coniequent, if the Ma- 
lignant Party had prevailed in England : we do therefore offer theſe, 
or the like expreſſions, for an introdudtion to the firſt Propofition. 
Whereas both Kingdomes now united by foleranc League and 
Covenant, have beene neceſſitated to undertake, and proſecure a juſt 
and lawfull war : Or whereas both Houſes of Parliament have beene 
neceſſitated to undertake a war in their juſt and lawfull Detence , and 
afterwards both Kingdomes united by ſolemine League and Cove- 
nant, were engaged for the ends therein expreſſed to proſecute the 
ſame. | og 
The Introduction to the firſt Propoſition being thus altered, and 
theſe words [ Parliament of that Kingdeme ] added to theſe words 
[ The Convention of Eſtates } as is already conſented unto by the 


Houſes. Wee doe agree to the firſt, ſecond, third, arid fourth Propo- 


fitions. Concerning the fifth and (ixth Propoſitions ; As the marter 
of Religion.,, by reaſon of the neceſſity and incomparable Excellen- 
cie thereof, deſerverth the firſt place , ani before all other matters 
ro bee conſidered ; So hath it beene alwayes in all our undertakings 
the prime and chiefeſt of our intentions and deſires, and in all our 
actions and ſufferings our greateſt Comfort and. Encouragement, and 
which bcing eſtabliſhed according to the Covenant, we are very con- 
fident ro give and reccive ſatisfaction in'all other matters, and with- 
out which the Church and Kingdome of Scotland, having beene 
from the corruption of this fountain overwhelmed with a deluge of 
miſeries, although they had all things befide, cannor bee ſatisfied, 
nor think themſelves ſecuted:- And we confteſle, that it is to us, and 
ro that Church and Kinzdome no ſmall matter of ſorrow, that after 


ſo ſolemn a Covenant, and ſo many Proteſtations and Declarations 


the Reformation of Religion ſhould. ſo long ſtick, and bee ſo much 


hopes in the beginning , 
ould long before rhis 
time 


obſtructed in this Kingdome, which wee 
when both Kingdomes entred in- Covenant, 


" ad 
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time have beene not only eſtabliſhed here, but propagated alfoto 
dther Nations, groaning under, or in danger of the yoke of Antichri- 
ſtian Tyrariny ; and which upon the appearing of the liFht; andthe 
new dawnings of the day in this Iſland, were beginning to lift up 
their heads, in expeRarion of their deliverance and corhfort. 

Wee dbe therefore deſire particularly and explicitely,; ro know 
the Articles of Reformation , and Unitormity of Church-govern- 
ment , contaitted utidet the generall Propoſitions, all of them after 
mich debate, being long ſince offered by the Aſſembly of Divines 
unto, and a great pirt of them reſolved upon by, both Houſes, which 
may alſo within z thort time reſolve upon the remnant. By this 
meane wee ſhall proceed the more diftiridtly arid afſuredly, and theſe 
Articles fottned up in a tmodell; may be conſidered and granted by 
the Kitig wich the clecrer knowledge, which is very neceſfary, rios 
only in other Propoſttions, which are framed as particularly as way 
be, bir alſo and eſpecially tn the matter of Religion. _ 

This was the Courſe approved and obſerved at the Treaty at Ux- 
bridze, where ſo mich as was ar that time prepared for ſettling Reti- 
Sion was preſerited. If wee ſhould withour the knowledge of par- 
ticutars reſt upon the geherall Propoſition, Peace might bee ſertled 
without the ſettling of Religion, except in ſo far as by the Kings con- 
fent, the Power of Reformatton ts to be iti the Houfes,and Unifor- 
thity of Religion is placed in the Parliaments of boch Kingdomes; 
Which doth not anſwere our Covenant, binding both Kingdomes to 
the exerciſe of their Power, by their Eftideavours, in the particulars 
therein ſpecified. Nor will this generall give ſatisfa&tion to any of 
the Reformed Churches , efpecially co the Chirch of Scorland : 
Nor will it be able to cure the prefent Diftempers of Religion m the 
Church of England, which call for a prefent Reformationznor ſe- 
cure thern or ts from altering of that which is already ordained, nor 
be ary recompence of the miany tabours and fufferings, and rhe much 


p ExpEnce of Treaſure and bloud im this Canſe. 


Having peruſed the feverdll Ordinances, Direions; and Vores 
of rhe Honourable Houſes concerning Church-governmenc delive- 
red nnto us, which wee conceive will be the marter of the Propofiri- 
ons of Religion, and in this ſenſe ofily wee ſpeak ro them. Wee doe 
agree to rhe direCtion for the preſent eletionof Elders, to rhe ſnb- 
ordination of Congregarionall ; Clafhicall , Provincialt, and Nart- 


_ onall Afﬀemblies, and to the DireQion concerning the members of 


which they are coriftffute, 4nd the times of rheir mecting:: Only 
yee delire, That no godly Miniſter bee excluded from being a Mem- 
ber of the Cliflical! Presbyrery, nor any godly Miniſter having w- 
full Commiſſion, from being'2 member of rhe Provinciall and Nartt- 
onall Aſſemblies, and there being the prearer need 6f rheir preſence 
and aſſiſtance in fuch Afernblies, that rhere be no'Ruling: Elders to 


- joyne with, and afſiit then. And wee defire that a fixed'time bee ap- 


pointed for the orcindry meeting of the Nationall Aﬀerbly, with 
Power to the Parliarient to fummon them wherrthey pleaſe, and 
B 2 with 
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with Liberty to the Church to meer oftner, if there ſhall-ve neceſſa- 
ry Canſe , the ordinary meeting-thereof being moſt neceſſary tor 
preſerving Truth and Unity inthe whole Church. Againſt the Er- 
rors th:t mayariſe and multiply in the Church, and againſt the Divi- 
fions and Differences that may diſtratt the interiour Aſſemblies of. 
the Church, and for receiving and determining Appeales from Pro- 
vinciall Aſſemblies, which otherwiſe will be infinite, and lye over, 
without determination, and the exigence of Religion ſometimes be- 
ing ſuch, that it will require an extraordinary meeting; Wee agrec 
to the Rules and Direction concerning Supſenſion trom the Sacra- 
ment of the Lords Supper, incaſes of Ignorance and Scandall-: On- 
ly we defire that the Congregationall Elderſhips may have power to 
judge in caſes of ſcandall not enumerated, with liberty to the Perſon 
orieved to appeale as in other Reformed Churches. This wee con- 
ceiveto bee a Power no more arbitrary in this Church then in them 
who are limited by the rules expreſſed in Scripture, and do exerciſe 
this their power with ſuch moderation, as is a Comtoit, Help, and 
Strengthning of Civil Authority. The appointing of Provinciall 
Commiſſioners,ſfuch as are appointed in the Ordinance, will miniſter 
Occaſion to ſuch Debates and Diſputes in this and other. Churches , 
as will bee very unpleaſant to Parliaments and Civil Powers, will 
make a great diſconformity betwixt this and other Churches, and a 
preſent Rent and Diviſion in this Church is ſuch a mixture ia Church 
Government, as hath not beene heard of inany Church before this 
time, my provea foundation of a new Epiſcopacy, or.of a High+ 
Commiſſion, and the Work may be berter done by the Aſſemblies 
of Miniſters and Ruling Elders, who have this in their Eccleſtaſticall 
Charge,and will be no leſle tender of the Honour of the Parliament, 
by whoſe Lawes they live and are protected, and as able and willing 
to give juſt ſatisf«Rion to the People, whoſe Conſciences and Con- 
verſ{ation are beſt known unto them, as any other perſons whartloe- 


' ver. Concerning the Suſpenſion of the Miniſters themſelves, al- 


though ſcandall in them deſerveth double cenſure, yet wee conceive 
it ro bee moſt agreeable, that they have their Cen(ure from the Cla(- 
ſficall, or other Superior Aſſemblies of the Church, where there bee 
Miniſters to judge them. Wee do alſo agree tothe Ordinance of 
Ordinarion of Miniſters, only wee defire it may bee provided thar ir 
ſtand in force for ali time ro come: And therefore it may bee con{i- 


'dered, whether the two laſt Paragraphes of the Ordinance doe nor 


belong to the Ordination , which was extraordinary, and pro Tem- 
0re_. TT _ 
There bee other matters contained in the Ordinances, of which 

ſome are touched by the Commiſſhoners of the Church of Scor- 
13nd in their late Remonſtrance, March 26. given in tothe Houſes , 
ſuch as the manner of Subordination of the Aﬀemblies of the 
Church to the Parliament, ſo much ſubje& ro miſtake the ſeeming 
exemption of ſome ſorts of perſons from the juſt cenſures of the 
Church, the miniſtring the Sacrament to ſome perſons, againſt the

p<515. ei be only Jetore the Elderſhips and ſuch like, which may 
bee taken into contiveration, and with ſmall Iabour and alteration bee 
determine, to the great farisfaction of many. As forthe remnant, 
concerning the perpetual! ()MAcers of the Church, and their Offices, 
The Order :nJ Power of Church Aſſemblies, The Order of pub- 
li-k Repenrance, and of proceeding to Excommunication and Abſo- 
lution, « ee defire they may bee agreed upon according to the Cove- 
nane, and Adviceot the Divines of both Kingdoms,long {ince offered 
to both Hoſes : which! veing cone, they may bee preſently drawne 
ina Method, and formed up in a Modell of Church: government in 
three dayes, to the quieting the mindes of all the Godly, concerning 
the particular meaning of both Kingdomes in the matter of Religi- 
on, tothe great content of the reformed Churches, and which will 
both make vs difſti a&tly to know what wee demand, and ſend to the 
King, mc that He may know what He doth grant. 

Concerning the Claule for ratifying the Aas of the Convention 
of Eſtates and Parliament of Scorland, alleaged to be fet downe in 
t00 generall Termes. The chief thing we e defire in that Article, 
is, That the Convention of Eſtates and Parliament way be ratified , 
b<cauſe the Authority of them hath beene queſtioned by cheKing, 
And it may bee remembred, that wee did heartily joyne with the 
Houſes, in denying to treate with His Majeſtie, untill Hee acknow- 
ledged this Parliament. As for the Acts of the Convention and 
Parliament, the moft materiall of then are for levy ing Men and Mo- 
ney, for the aiſiſtance of this Kingdome, and the Kingdome of Ire- 
land, and our own Defence at home againſt thoſe Rebels that inva- 
ded us for our engaging tn this Cauſe : of which As wee are wil- 
ling to deliver ina Liſt to the Houſes. 

"As concerning future Acts , alchough that was agreed toin the 
former Propoſti1ons, yet that al! Scruples may be removed, wee ſhall 
adde this re{triftion [| And to ſuch other Adts for railing of Mt oney, 
for payment Of the publick Debts and Damages of the Kingdome 
and other publick Utes, and for dilpoſing of Delinquents Eſtates, 
ſh2ll bee hereafter aorecd on by the Eſtates 07 Parliament ] Up on 
which Conſiderations we are confident the Houſes will reſt 1% by ed 
witi the equity oft our Deſires concerning this Clauſe, which being 

ided, we do agreeto the 7, 8,9, 10, 11, 2nd 12 Propoſitions. 

 A«tothe difference about the 1 Jo Propoi tion, we hope we made 

t: iufticiently appear to the Commitree of both Houſes , That the 
tranſaQions at Edinburgh 28 November 1643 are a Treaty : It being 
evident from the credentiall Letters given to the Commiſhoners of 
both Houſes, Tha: they had fall and ample power to Treat,agree,and 
conclude, Articles being mutually agreed upon , ro ſatisfic the de- 
mands of a ſtarved Army , and by their ſtay to preſerve a Kingdom 
from ruine. Theſe Articles being confirmed by the Houſes, and the 
Votes of the Houſes delivered, as their conſent to that Treaty : , And 
the Kingdom of Scotland deſired thereupon to co-operate with Her 
\$ Or 
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for the ſtay of that Army , great ſupplies of Moneys and Proviſions 
being advanced upon that Agreement by the Kingdom of Scotland, 
and thanks returned to them tor the fame by the Houſes : Allo afſu- 
rance given by their Letters , that they had ratified the ſ{everall Trea- 
tics between the Kingdoms: Inall which , we truſt the Houſes will 
receive {atisfaftion from the Reaſons given at the Conference , and 
other grounds ſince diſcovered , which we have thought fir to ſer 
down 1n a Paper annexed : And if any further ſcruples or doubrs ſhall 
ariſe, which have not been anſwered, weare fo far perſwaded of the 
trueth and reality of that Treaty , as we are confident to clear and re- 
move them upon a friendly debate. | 

We have hitherto debated whether that agreement made at Edin- 
burgh 28 November bea Treaty ornort; But no con{iderations have 
yet been offered what Inconverience there might be to the affairs of 
Ireland, by reaſon of any particular in that agreement, wherein as the 
Kingdome of Scotland muſt be carefull of che good and fecurity of 
their Forces in Ireland,ſo will they be alwayes tender of what may be 
for the good of the affairs of the Crown of England; anc thereby ma- 


 mifeſt that they have no other ends before them , bur the unanimous | 


ar:d effectuall proſecution of that War, which ſhall beno ſoonerended 
nor the Army ſatisfied and diſmifſed, but they will with all readinefle 
and cheerfulneſle recall their Forces out of that Kingdom. 

As to the firſt part of the 14. Propoſition, we defire it may ſtand as 
formerly, for the Reaſons afore-mentioned : And as to the laft part, 
we {till deſire that all the Articles concerning the ſettling of Religion 
in this Kingdom may be extended to Ireland , becauſe we are bound 
by our Covenant to endeavour Reformation in the Church of TIre- 
land , andtobring the Churches of God in the three Kingdoms to 
the neereſt Conjunction and Unitormity in Religion ; and becauſe the 
name of Proteſtant Religion is ſo generall,as many Sects and Hereſies 
make claim unto it. 

"The 15. Propoſition we have nor yet received. 

The 16. and 17. Propoſitions are agreed upon. 

Asto the 18. Propoſition , we deftre that the Militia may be ſo 
firmly {ertled, as neither the King nor any other be ableto diſturbe or 
infringe the Peace now to be agreed upon: And although it be our 
judgement , thar the former Propoſitions are a more firme Securitie 
tor conſerving the Peace, anda ſtronger Band of Unity betwixt the 

ingdoms then the new, and are therefore deſirous the Houſes would 
be pleaſed ro ſend the former ; which being granted by his Majeſtie, 
wethink the 71itia pertely ſecured, and thatthe War ſhould nor 
be continued by inſiſting upon the new Propoſitions : Yer leſt our 
diſagreement herein with the Houſes, ſhould be a hinderance torhe 
ſending of Propoſitions, That we may teſtifie how deftrous we are, 
ſo far as in us lies, to give the Houſes ſatisfa&tion, And how much we 
value the ſpeedy ſertling of the Peace of theſe Kingdomes above our 
own intereſt ; Provided that it be underſtood to be without prejudice 
to the right and intereſt of the Crown , which we underſtand to be 
conjoyned 
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conjoyned with the reſpettive Parliaments in the M7tia of both 
Kingdoms,and notto be abſolutely in the King himſelf, And that the 
King and his poſterity be not torally excluded, and rendred incapable 
ro concurre with their Parliaments , for protectirig of their Subjects, 
and oppoſing the enemies of the Kingdoms; And provided, that it 
be without prejudice tothe ſeverall Treaties between the Kingdoms : 
We do conſent that the power, exercile, and managing of the Militis 
in each Kingdom , be ſettled in the Parliaments of either Kingdoms 
reſpeQively, for the ſpace of ſuch a time as ſhajl be mutually agreed 
upon; And after expiration of that Term, That the 71tia be ſertled 
and exerciſed, in ſuch manner , and by ſuch wayes and means as ſhall 
be agreed upon by his Majeſtic and the Parliaments of either King- 
dom reſpectively, whereby the power of the M11/:t:a of England and 
Ireland, which by the former Propoſitions was in Commitlioners of 
both Kingdoms , will ben the Houſes of Parliament: The people 
will be ſecured from all apprehenſions of danger, by reaſon of the late 
Troubles ; And the King,who is one of thethree Eſtates of the King- 
dom, will not be for ever excluded from that juſt power and intereſt 
in the Mlitia by which he may concurre with the Parliament in de- 
fence of rhe Kingdom. And the Propoſitions for the Mz/itia being 
thus qualified , we ao agree to the 18. Propoſition, and the two firſt 
branches thereof, To the third branch of the 7l1tia, for con- 
joyning the Forces of both Kingdoms, We cannot agree, In regard 
as it is now conceived , it may import ( as we declared atthe confe- 
rence ) thar after the Peace is ſerried one of the Kingdoms may ſend 
Forces into the other , without the advice and conſent of that King- 
dom to which they areſent. And further,it is defective,in that there 
is no proviſion made therein for joyning the Forces of the two King- 
doms in the Intervals of Parliament, We do therefore deſire in ſtead 
thereof, in purſuance of the large Treaty, and according to the Votes 
of both Houſes ofthe 26 of March, concerning the Conſervation of 
the peace to be ſettled betwixt the Kingdoms , That Commiſſioners 
be nominated by both Houſes of Parlament, of perſons of known 
integrity, and ſuch as both Kingdoms may confidein, for their faith- 
fulneſſc ro Religion, and peace of the Kingdoms , who may have the 
power expreſſed in the large Treaty for that Peace, and who may 
meetas 2 joynt Commaitree with the Conſervers of the peace to be 
nominated and appointed by the Eſtates of the Parliament of Scot- 
tand, and have power to do as followeth. 


T. To preſerve the Peace betwixt the Kingdoms and the King , and 
every one of them. 


2. Toprevent the wiolation of the CArticles of Peace , or anytroubles 
ariſing inthe Kingdoms by breach of the ſaid Articles, And to hear and dc- 
termine all differences that may occaſion the ſame, according to the Treaties x 
And to do further , according as they ſhall reſpettively recerve Inſtructions 
fromthe Eſtates of the Parliament of Scotland , and the Houſes of the Par- 
lament of Engiand for the time, mutually to be agreed upon , and after ex- 
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piration of that terme, from his Majeſtie and the Eſtates of the Parliament 
of Scotland, and the Houſes of the Parliament of England reſpedively. 


3- To conjoyn the Forces of both Kingdoms to reftst all Forraign Inva- 
ſions, ana ſuppreſſe any Forces raiſed within any of the Kingdoms, to the di- 
ſturbance of the publike Peace of the Kingdoms or any of them, by any autho- 
rity under the Great Seale , or other Warr ant whatſoever , without the con- 
ſent of the Eſtates of the Parliament of Scotland , or their reſpective Com- 
miſ[s1oners in the Intervals of Parliament. 


And for the full ſecurity oftheſe Kingdoms,as well from Forraign 
Troubles as inteſtine Inſurrections ; We deftre,according to the Pro- 
poſition formerly agreed upon between the Kingdoms , The makin 
and concluding of Peace or War , The making of a Truce or Ceſla- 
tion, or any Treaties for the ſame with Forratgn Princes and States, 
May be with the advice and conſent of the Parliaments of both King- 
doms of Scotland and England, or in the Intervals of Parliamenr,the 
Commiſſioners for Conſervation of the peace, and not otherwiſe. 
This is ordinary, and univerſally obſerved inall mutuall Leagues that 
are both offenſive and defenſive, though there be not a Covenant be- 
tween them, which is the ſtricteſt rye of all others. It isalſo moſt ne- 
ceſlary for the Peace of theſe Kingdoms, becauſe War made or de- 
nounced by any one of the Kingdoms againſt a Forraign Nation,doth 
make both Nations by reaſon of their union under one Head and So- 
veraign, to belyable to the Inconveniences of the War both by Sea 
and Land; and therefore it ought to be done by the advice and con- 
ſent of both : Or the Kingdom making or denouncing Warto a For- 
raign Nation, withoutthe conſent of the other, would be oblieged to 
keep the other free from damage , and refound what loſle the other 
ſhall ſuſtain thereby. And whereas both Houſes have been pleaſed 
to alter the wayes and means agreed upon between the Kingdoms in 
the former 17 Prop1ſition , concerning the communication of their 
Councells: And whereas their Lordſhips have offered intheir An- 
{wer to our Paper of. the 6 of April to give their conſent, that ſuch 
Propoſitions ſhould be preſented to the King as we conceived to be 
forthe good and ſecurity of the Kingdom oft Scotland, In regard of 
the great advantage which a Kingdom enjoyeth by the Royall pre- 
ſence and ordinary Reſidence of their Soveraign with them ; And the 
great loſſe and prejudice which the other Kingdom doth ſuſtaine 
through their abſence , by their not underſtanding the diſpoſition of 
their people or condition of their affairs , but from the Informations 
of others intruſted by the Kingdom ; befides many cther prejudices, 

better felt by che Kingdom of Scotland , then can by us be here ex- 

reſled. 

| Wee doe therefore ea;neſtly deſire the conſent of the Honourable 

Houfes, for ſending to His Majeſtie a Propoſition, That the King and 

the Prince, and afterthem their Heires and Succeflors, ſhall at leaf 

one year of three reſide in Scotland , where they may perſonally di{- 

charge that duety they owe to the Subjets of that Kingdome, where 
Conſcience

Conſcience cannor allow them to bee ai\wayes non-reſidents, nor the 
welfare of the Kingdome diſpence with their conſtant ablence, 

Upon the like cauſes and grounds, Wee defite the Honourable 
Houles to concurre with us ina deſtiero His Majeſtie, Thar in all 
places of Triſt, and Offices about the King, Queene, and Prince, and 
reſt of his Royall Children, The equall halt, or at leaſt the third 
part,may be ot the Scortiſh Nation , leſt by time they become ſtran- 
g«-r>,cach unto other, which muſt needs produce inconveniencies: And 
this wetruſt will not bee interpreted as the caſting in of any Letor 
Hinderance tD retard the Propoſitions ; Sith the Honourable Houſes 
have given us ſo good Hopes of their Conſent, without debate,to ſuch 
Propoſitions as we conceive to bee conduceable for the good and ſe- 
curitie of the Kingdome of Scotland. 

Concerning the 19. Propoſition : Seeing by Gods providence 
both Nations are in one Iſland , ſpeake One and the ſame Language, 
profeſſe One andthe ſame Religion, are united under the ſame Head 
and Monarch,and are now more firmely joyned by their late ſolemne 
Leaone and Covenant : and it being already agreed upon betweene 
the Honourable Houſes and us inthis Propoſition , That His Maje- 
ſtjes aſſent ſhal be defired ro what the two Kingdomes ſhall agree up- 
 6n,, 11 proſecution of the Articles of the large Treaty which are not 

fi:uſhel. We do earneſtly deſire the Honourable Houſes to agree 
unto theſe Articles, ſo farre as ſhall bee inſiſted upon by the King- 
ao:ye ot Scotland , which will be a Teſtimony of the Aﬀettion and 
Brotherly kindneſle of this Kingdome to their Brethren , who did ſo 
cheartully and ſeaſonablely comein for their help and afliſtance. 
. The 20. and 21, Propoſitions are agreed upon. 

As forthe four omitted Propoſitions which concerne the joint in- 
tereſt of both Kingdomes, Wee defire they may bee ſent with the 
other Propoſitions to His Majeſtie for His conſent , Theſe being of 
greater concernment to the Kingdomes, then other Propoſitions 
whici are deſired to be ſent at this time; Some of them are ſo neceſſa- 
ry 25 4 peace cann'?t be ſertled without them; As in particular, the diſ- 
banding of Armies, without which the Kingdom of Scotland cannot 
have peace, there being ſtill a body of Rebells by Commiſſion from 
Nis Majeſty in the Mountaines of Scotland which do inteſt the King - 
dome, The Ad of oblivion allo is the very Bond of Peace. 

Having this expreſt our ſenſe upon the whole Propoſitions, both 
in our condiſcenſion and.conſent , and in our diſcent and difference , 
which hath not proceeded from our preſuming to be Judges of what 
may properly belong to the good of the Kingdome of England , but 
we conceive 15 grounded upon,and warranted by the Covenant, Trea- 
ties, & Declarations of both Kingaoms,as wil appear by the annexed 
Papers : We deſire that ſuch of the Propoſitions as the Kingdome of 
Scotland is concerned in, may be ſo framed, as that we may give our 
full conſent to the ſending of them : Or otherwiſe, as we did former- 
ly offer for our ſelves, We defireto hear from the Houſes ſuch over- 
rures and expedients, as may _—_— our differences,and ſtand with

i} Bur wee conceive the former Propoſitions 
concerning the Mzlitia ſhould ſtand, and 
bee {ent ro the King, rather then the new, 
— yn alt: And there bewo 

principall Grounds which move us t9 be of this judgement ; One 1s, 
That the ſetling of the 2z/ztia according ro the former Propoſitions, 
Is a great deal hetter for the Security, Safety,and Unity of both King- 
domes, for the which wee gave many Reaſons in our Debates and 
Anſwers to ſeveral] ObjeQions, which heer wee need not to repeat., 
ſeeing out of our earneſt defire of Peace, weare willing to (atisfie the 
Houſes in thar point. The other is, from what may bee juſtly obje- 
&ed by His Majeſtic againit it ; for which we do offer to your Lord- 
ſhips conſtderation ſome few reaſons of many that might bee given, 
hoping no man will take any exception, nor miſtaket's for what wee 
propound for the Right and Irtcreſt of the Crown, and of the 
Kingdomes in the Crown upon this Subjet : For 1. Wee may 
without Vanity averre, That as the Kingdome of Scotland did 
not flatter His Majeſtie, when Hee was: in the height of His 
Power; fo now when the King is at His loweſt ebbe, they will make 
Conſcience not to take away what they conceive to bee that juſk 
Royall Power and Authority, which both Nations by cheir Allea- 
D -4- : geartce 
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gence and Covenant acknowledge to bee in the Crown, for the De- 
tence and Preſervation of the true Religion , and Liberties of the 
Kingdomes , and which they are oblieged therein to maintaine; 
2. Thar our Debates are only from theſe grounds, and for no other 
end, and that wee do not ſpeak of extraordinary caſes, and extreme 
dangers of the Kingdome, when ordinary remedies are refuſed, 147 
ſalus Populi Lex ſuprema , as in the time and caſe of this war, where- 
in a Parliament ſhould provide for the ſatety of the Kingdome. Nei- 
ther doe wee ſpeak to deny any preſent meanes of full ſecurity of 
theſe Kingdomes, trom new and after-blaſts of this late Storme, 
which wee all grant, and are moſt ready by all lawtull and poſſible 
wayes to ſecure : But we ſpeak of the ordinary and conſtant Govern- 
ment of the Kingdome and AM#/it:a thereof, after a ſettled and ſolid 
Peace. 3. That wee neither did, nor intend to debate for the Power 
of the Mz:litiato bee in the Crown alone, as the Kings Declarations 
and Commiſſioners at Uxbridze did contend, and which hath beene 
one of the cauſes of all theſe unhappy Troubles ; but that it may bee 
jointly in the Kings Majeſtie, and the two Houſes of the Parliament, 
who make up the three Eſtates of the Kingdome, and who are intru- 
ſed with the ſupreme Power and Government thereof, as the Parlia- 
ments Declarations from time to time, and their Commiſſioners at 
Uxbridge did conteſt ; and from whom jointly no danger or trouble 
can be tcared,or apprehended by,or to the Kingdom,eſpecially ſeeing 
we concur to the ſuſpending the execution and exerciſe of that power 
in the King, for ſuch a definite time as ſhall be agreed upon. 

Having thus prefaced and ſtated the Queftion, which wee defire 
to be remembred throughout all che Debate, albeit we do not repeat 
it in every place, wee conceive for the reaſons in our former Paper , 
and theſe other after following , That the King, His Poſterity, and 
the Crown, ſhould not for all rime coming be diveſted of all Power, 
Right, and Intereſt in the matter of the Mitia, ſo as ( although they 
were never ſo willing to follow the advice of their Parliaments, yer ) 
they ſhall for ever bee mace incapable, and in no time coming bee ad- 
mitred to joyn with their Parliaments,for reſiſting their Enemies,and 
the Enemies of the Kingdome, and proteRting their Subjects. 

That by the fundamentall Lawes, and conſtant Practiſe of the 
moſt legall and beſt regulated Kingdomes, and by the Lawes and 
PraQiſe of theſe Kingdomes declared to the world by the Honoura- 
ble Houſes, the power of war and the Militia, is placed inthe King 
and Parliaments, and is ſo acknowledged by all that write upon this 
Suojed for Parliaments, which is dire&ly contrary to this new Pro- 
poſition, by which the whole power of the M:{ti4 is ſolely placed in 
the Houſes of Parliament, and the Crown excluded for ever. 

That 1n the Petitions, Meſſages,and Declarations ſent ro the King, 
emitted to the Kingdom,and to all che World, we have profeſſed thar 
no more was ſought concerning the M/tia,bur that it might be intru- 
ſed to ſuch Perſons,as the Parliament ſhould nominate or approve , 
& might confidein, for their affeion and fidelity to Religion and the 

Kingdome, 
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Kingdome, without diminution of the Kings Authority or juſ! »w- 
er; And that His Majeſties granting Commiſſion to ſuc .'er- 
ſons, was a ſufficient Security for the Safety of His Perſon, 
Honour, Crowne, and Authority. Ana for preventing all jealouſies 
berwixt Him and His People, and preventing all Feares and Dan- 
gers of the Kingdomes, and the miſchievous deſignes of their Ene- 
mies. And for hetter remembrance, wee ſhall offer herewith in 
the annexcd Paper, {ome parciculars fer down in their former Decla- 
rations, whereof the moſt part were {ent to Scotland to inform them 
of the quarrell, ani ingage them therein, and their intentious and pro- 
feflions, to preſerve aad defend the Kings Perion and Authority , in 
the preſervation and defence of the true Religion and Liberties of the 
Kingdomes ( Thar the world may beare witneſſe with our Conſci- 
ences of onr L'1yalty, and that wee have no thoughts or intentions to 
diminiſh His Majeities juſt Power and Greatneſle ) was uſed as a ſpe- 
ciall Argument, to per{wade Scotland ro joyne with England in this 
Warre: And is a part of the third Article of our Covenant,by which 
wee arc likewiſe bound in the ſame Article, mutually to preſerve the 
Rights and Priviledges of the Parliament , and wee doe conceive , 
that what God, the fundamentall Lawes and PraQtiſes of the King- 
dom, and our Covenant have conjoined,ſhould not be divided. And 
now to exclude the King and His Poſterity for ever( as may be evi- 
dently colle&ed from the Treaty at Uxbridge) will be underſtood to 
bee an alreration of the fundamenrall Government , contrary to the 
farmer Reſolutions and Declarations of both Kingdomes, and nor 
agreeable 70 our Covenant. | | 
The tetfiing of the M:/ztia according to the new Propoſition, may 
diſ:ble rhe Crown from ever performing that duety, which all Kings 
by their Royall Office, and Oath of Coronation are oblieged to per- 
form, anc! their Subjects by their oath of Alleageance bound to aſſiſt, 
fOr the Prote&ion of their Subjets and the Laws, and oppoſing their 
cnemies,2nd keeping triend{hip and correſpondance with their allyes. 
That therwo Kingdomes being by Gods providence happily 
now United, and Conjoyned in the Crowne by loyall Subjection 
and Alleageance to one Soveraigne and Head, as is expreſied in the 
I'rge Treaty 1641. Andthis Union by our Proteſtation, our Oath 
of Parliament, the fifth Article of the Covenant, being to be main- 
tained and perpetuated to Poſtetity , we defire not by our conſent to 
looſe ſo ſtrong a link of that Golden chaine betweene the Kingdoms, 
Eipecially ſecing this in one age or other may bee uſed by a ſecluded 
Crowne, as a meane and a motive to ingage in trouble theſe Nations 
now ſeparated in their 247/itia,which we are bound to foreſee and pre- 
vent; Yea, cven in any one of the Kingdoms, The Kings Poſterity re- 
flecting on tae power of their Predeceſlors, may bee {oone incitedro 
endeavour by new Stirs to regainc it , whereas the power remaining 
4n them with the advice of their Parliaments, may preſervethe King- 
domes in peace, qo equiorem eo firmiorem Pacem, we may expect tous 
and our Poſterity after us. RT 
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In our Paper of the 20 of February at Urbridge, the power ofthe: 
war inTreland is acknowledged to'bee in the Crown radically, and: 
the execution of it by a power derived from'ir, exerciſed by others: 
And hath not the Crown the like power concerning war in England: 
as in Ireland ? Yea, this isalſo-acknowledged inthe Paper of the-22.. 
of February at {xbridze,concerning the Mititia:of England and.Scot-: 
land; and that it is no otherwiſe to bee exerciſedithen by Authority 
from His Majeſtie and both Houſes of the Parliament of England, 
and the Eſtares of the Parliament of Scotland reſpe@ively. Whoſo-. 
ever will read that Paper, and withall remember the Kings Declara- 
tions, albeit Hee were vanquiſht and' made Priſoner, to-quir His Life 
and Eſtate both, before Hee thus uncrowned the Crown, and:depo- 
ſed His Poſterity, as pag. 313, 314, 316, 320, 321, 380, and in ma 
ny other places He doth profeſſe, may eafily judge if this bee the fir- 
reſt way for a ſpeedy and durable Peace , which wich Truth: is the 
Sum of all our Defires. 

To our former reaſons, The Committee of both Houſes did give 
the ſubſequent Anſwers and Arguments, for their adhering cothe 

' new Propoſition concerning the M-{zia, whictr-wee ſet down accor- 
ding to our beſt remembrance, but in caſe of any forgertulneſle 0 
miſtake, thall be moft ready to reCtifie and ſatisfie the fame. | 

A. That the ſafety and ſecurity of England depends upon the ſetling of the 
Militia, and therefore next to Religion,ts that which they have muſt reaſon 
to ſtick upon, and crave ſatisfaction in it , that which the Houſes upon ſo 
mature deliberation have thought fit for themſelves, and the [ecurity of 
thu Kinzdome, ouzht not to be contradicted by us ;, and that it ſecmes very 
hard, that another Kingdome ſhould dignoſce that for which ths Kingdom 
hath (marted, and beene at ſo mnch expence , and to defire that the Power 
ſhould be put into that Hand which hath wounded them, and from who 
they have ſuſtained ſo great miſery. 

R. To which it was and is replyed , Wee doe ackuowledge 
that a firme Peace is next to Truth to be preferred to all other things : 
And our moſt earneſt Defire is, that it may bee ſpeedily obtained,bur 
a juſt ad cquall Peace is the beſt and moſt durable. The former Pro- 
poſirions were upon long and mature deliberation of both Kingdoms 
agreed unto; and ſeeing Scotland hath ſuffered ( according to their 
meaſure and proportion ) no leſſe then England , and hath ingaged 
for them and with them in the danger, ard are ſubje& to the like for 
the future , wee have the ſame intereſt in the remedy, and cannot bee 
thought to wrong England, when wee are as tender of them as of our 
ſelves, for both Nations have beene wounded with the ſame Hand, 
and ſhould therefore have the ſame cure. Ir is very far from our 
thoughts to deſire that the Powerof the Mi(ztia may be inthe Kings 
Hand alone who hath wounded us, bur that it may bee inthe King 
and Parliament joyntly, and that the exerciſe and managing ot it bee 
only by the advice of the Parliaments: And as theſe hands joyntly 
did never wound, ſo they cannot but ſecure the Peace of the King- 
dome, and was all that ever of before was craved by themſclves for 
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their perfeR ſecurity. Likeas, it ſeemes to conduce moſt for the ſe- 
curing the Peace betweene the Kingdomes, that the Miliria.of either 
bee.in.the King and Parliament joynrly, becauſe then they both muſt 
be ingaged before there be any trouble between the Nations, where- 
as otherwiſe the one might do it. 

A. That they have not diſputed ſuch tender Points with us, although 
we have done as much in Scotland, aud that they know their own Laws beſt, 
and that none ſhould judge of them, or can interpret them but themſelves. 

R, Wee acknowledge that the Points which are in Debateare 
very tender, and.do wiſh that the Differences betweene the Kingand 
His Kingdoms had never come to ſuch a height, as to bring ſo tender 
points in diſpute; andthe more tender they are,we deſire they may be 
the more tenderly handled, that wee never knew of any ſuch thing 
done in Scotland, and that we were moſt tender of the Kings Power 
and Authority in the time of our greateſt Differences, and are moſt 
willing to concurre inall wayes for the ſecurity of this Kingdome, 
which we crave for the ſecurity of Scotland : That we know and ac- 
knowledge the Independency of the Kingdomes, except upon Gcd 
and their Soveraigne, as 1s more fully expreſt in the entry of the large 
Treaty, and that wee doe not take upon us to judge of, or interpret 
their Laws, but may without any offence or preſumption remember 
them of what they have declared tous, to be according to their tun- 
damentall Lawes, and originail Conſticution of the Government of _ 
this Kingdom,and whetein the intereſt of both Kingdoms for Religi- 
on and the King ( upon the grounds of our Covenant, and Declara- 
tions to the King and Kingdome, and to all the World ) 15 common, 
we oughtto be ſatisfied in our Judgements and Conſciences, in what 
wee are to conſent unto, eſpecially that nothing, be contrary unto our 
common Ingagements and Declarations. | 

A. That ther Declarations were framed, publiſhed, and made uſe of, 
4s their affairs ſtood then : But after ſo much bloud- ſhed by the King, and (0 
much expence of this Kingdome , they may alter theſe Declarations now. 

R. Their former Declarations being made during the ſame war , 
cannot bee ſo eaſily altered, in reſpec of rhe Subje& and Nature of 
them , many of them being promiſiq:y and declaratory to all rhe 
World, and not without deep atteſtations of the Name of God, and 
ſome of them particulary ro the Kingdome of Scotland , that they 
would never ſeek nor take that or the like power from the Crown , 
and that no trouble or ſucceſle ſhould ever change their reſolutions , 
which was a chief motive and argument of Scotlands ingaging with 
them in the war. | 

A. That in the new Propoſttian for the Militia there is Freedome and 
Power to joine ſuch forces of both Kinzdomes , as either Kingdome ſhall 
think fit, which doth ſecure both againſt farran invaſion or inteſtine war, 
and if there bee any inconvenience inthe form, as it i conceived in the Pro- 
poſition, it may be remedied. 

R, Thatclauſe of ſending ſuch Forces as the Houſes of Parlja- 
ment ſhall think fir to joyne with the Forces of Scotland , as it 15 ex- 
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preſſed in the Propoſition , is a prejudice rather then advantage to ei- 
ther Kingdom , importing a power to ſend Forces unto the other, 
without their own deſire or conſent : And the mending of the form 
of it will nor be ſo good a {ecurity, either to keep the Kingdoms Joy- 
ned, or prevent War, as the former Propoſitions was. bs 

A. That the King will have intercſt and power with Commi SHORT 's, 
and may tempt them more eaſily then Hee can do the Houſes of Parliament, 
Commiſsioners cannot be ſo limited, but they will be eaſily tempted, if Mo- 
narchy be kept at ſuch a height, as we propoſe. 

R. Though the King may have power with Commiſſioners,yer 
there is a remedy provided inthe Propoſition , that the Commiſho- 
ners ſhall be comprable to the Houſes, and alterable whenſoever they 
pleaſe. Andalthough the power which was formerly inthe Com- 
miſſioners were put in the Houſes , Yet it thould be ſo done;as nor to 
rake away the whole power from the Crown , and the remedy inthe 
Intervals; And may be without dividing the two Kingdoms in the 
conjundtion of their Councels and Forces: And the King and Crown - 
ſo ſecluded, will have more power to ingage Kingdoms fo divided in 
a War, then it the former Propoſition ſhall ſtand. We deſire nor 
Monarchy to be at a height of abſolute Soveraignty , nor of an Arbi- 
trary and Tyrannicall power ; Neither deſire we juſt Monarchicall 
potyer to be wronged, and rendred contemptible ; But to have ſuch a 
golden Mediocrity , as they may be able, by the advice of their Par- 
liaments, to proteRtheir Subjects and oppoſe their Enemies, accor- 
Cingly as is fertled by the fundamental] Laws and ancient Confſtitu- 
tion of this Kingdom , Declared to all the world by the honourable 
Houles. 

A. That the putting the power of the Militia inthe Houſes doth not 
wrong the King more, or diſagree from our Covenant, they to have it put in 
Commuſsioners ; And ſeeing we did aſſent that by the former Propoſitions 
the Militia ſhonld be put in Commiſsioners, Why do we now diſaſſent to have 
the [ame put in the Houſes. 

R, 1. That Propoſition was then conceived with aconjunQion 
of the Kingdoms ; This, by ſeparating them, leaves them more open 
to temptations from a ſecluded Crown. 2. The right and power of 
diſpoling the Militia , being controverted between the King and the 
Houles,the putting of the exerciſe and managing thereof in Commilſ- 
ſioners , who were to have their Commiſſion and power from the 
King and Parliament , was & clear acknowledgment ( as is confeſſed 
by your Paper of the 22 of February at Uxbridge ) and alegall eſta. 
bliſhment (as it is called by the Parliament in their Declaration paz, 
710 ) that the right and power of the M:{:tia was inthe Kingand Par- 
liament joyntly, and the Commiſſioners were as a third confident 
Perſon intruſted by both ; and chat courſe had been at moſt, buta 
ſuſpending the exerciſe and execution of that power for a time neceſ- 
ſary for our ſecurity : Bur if upon conteſtation of right, the King ſhall 
acknowledge the whole power of the MLtiato be onely in the two 
Houſes at Parhamentr, or renounce his 11ght unto them, the Crowne 
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will be excluded for ever. And it was profeſſed in the Debate,to be 
intendec] to take the right, power,and intereſt it ſeli from the Crown; 
untill the Parliament ſhall be pleaſed to reſtore ir, upon experience of 
the carriage of the Crown, which certainly never had any miſcariage, 
whatſoever may be the fault of any Perſon intruſted therewith for his 
time,bur it is the Original and fundamenrall ſecurity of the Kingdom, 

A. There was no time limited in the former Propoſitions , which did 
limit the endurance of the Militia, And therefore there ought to be no limi- 
ration of time inthe new Propoſition, ſince there was nowein the former : and 
the one i no more againſt the Covenant then the other, 

R, The former was ſent as a Propoſition to be Treated upon by 
Commiſſioners on both (1des,and the time inthe former Propoſition 
was indefinite,and ſowas not terminate to any time,long or ſhort: And 
upon debare at the Treaty at Uxbridge(after conſultation with the Hou- 
ſes) the time was limited to ſeven yeers : But by the new Propoſition 
( whereunto a poſitive anſwer is defired to be craved without any 
Treaty,yea mention made of incorporating it with the reſt in one Bill) 
the continuance of the XM1itia inthe Houſes is made perpetuall; and 
ſo not onely excluſive of the preſent exerciſe , but of the perpetuall 
right of the Crowne. This diſtintion between the Right and the 
Exerciſe,the Power and the Execution of it, the abolition of the one, 
and ſuſpenf1on of the other, is fer down in your firſt Remonſtrance 
paz. 17. admitted by the King 249. and renewed by your Commilſ- 
-ſioners at Uxbridge, pag. 120. 

A. That although the time for the continuance of the Militia in the 
Propoſition be perpetual , yet the Parliament can limit the time when they 
pleaſe, and may give the King enlargement of power : That the freping 4 
time to the Militia will give occaſion to prepare plots of trouble againſt 
that time. 

R. Whatthey may do, may not be done : Bur it is our preſent 
dutie and obligation,not to take away and diminiſh his juſt power and 
authority. Atter the expiring of the prefixed time, the power of the 
Militia is not to be ordered, bur as the King with conſent of the Hou- 
ſes of Parliament ; ſhall think fir; nor can he diſpoſe of it any way 
without conſent of the Houſes, which we deſire may ſtill be ſo , bur 
would not have the Crowne totally excluded from the Mzlztia, and 
rendred incapable for ever to joyne in the diſpoſing of it with the 
Houſes of Parliament , Eſpecially ſeeing the perpetuall excluſion of 
of the Crowne from the cM#1:t14, is nor neceſlary for,but prejudicial 
to, our ſecurity , becauſe the refidenceof the Supreme power ( both 
for making atid protecting of Laws ) in the Crowne and Parliament; 
hath ever been the Originall;fundamentall,and the perpetuall ſecurity - 
of the Kingdoms: and neither the one nor the other can be taken 
away totally and finally, withour a torall and finall change of the Go- 
vernment it ſelf. [. 


A. That for theright and juſt intereit of the Crown, nonewill be mare 
tender then the Engliſh , but that the King hath no rizht but for the good of 
the Kingdom, And ſince they conceive,that it is beiter to have the Militia in 
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the Houſes , the King can have no right toit. Although the power of the 
Militia had beene inthe King , yet when that power is abuſed, it may and 
ſhould be ſ#ſpended, and may be reftored when the Parliament ſhall think fit. 

R. The King and Kingdome are 7elats,, Andasthe good of the 
Kinedome isthe good of the King , ſo isthe good of the King, the 
good of the Kingdome. And becauſe both the Kings Authority, 
and the priviledges of the Parliament are forthe good of the King - - 
dome ( which cannot have the Being or Welbeing of a Kingdome 
withoutthe Crowne , nor a Crowne without the Sword and Scep- 
ter) therefore have we Promiſed, Proteſted, and Sworne, to Main- 
taine, Preferve,and Defend both the one and the other, whichis ano- 
ther thing thento obey mutable Lawes , whereof there 1s not one 
word in our Proteſtations and Covenants for that very ſame cauſe of 
their mutability. And we doe nor deſire; that the right of the M[7- 
zi/4 be onely inthe King ; Bur that it may remaine in the King and 
Parliament, according to the fundamentall Lawes and praQtiſe of the 
Kingdome , And that it bee managed and exerciſed in ſuch a way as - 
may: be beſt for the ſecurity of both. Although the execution and ex- 
etciſeoſthe power in any Perſon, may be ſuſpended for a time when 
it is abuſed, and the limitation of it is neceflary tor the ſecuritie of the 
Kingdome , yet the tight cannot bee totally taken away , andthe 
Crowne deprived of it for ever. | 

A. Fudgement of Conrts ts without the King , and yet the King 
7s not wronged, that although the King be not perſonally in His Parliament, 
yet Hee is virtually. 5 

KR, Judgement of Courts and their Power is derived from King 

and Parliament, and there is not ſo much of. Power granted to bec in 
the King; in the poift of the His, and the judgertient of Courts 
is but of particular caſes betweene Perſon and Perſon, but the Power 
of the Miutiais a generall and univerſall Power, for the ſafety of 
King and Kingdome; and therefore the Power of it is both in King 
and Parliament,to proteRt as wel as to make Laws. After the enacting 
of the Propofition, Hee can bee no more eſteemed to bee virtually 
nor actually there, concerning that whereabout Hee is declared to 
have no vertue nor power , but diveſted of all right and intereſt, as 
heer in the matter of the Mlitia. 

A. The King contends that no Law in Scotland is valide without the 
touch of the Scepter, yet we are not pleading for the Kings right therein, 

R, Theretis no ſuch Law, far leſle a fundamentall Law in Scot- 
land, and leaſt of all any Declaration of the Parliament of that King- 
dome for it, upon a conteſt between the King and them, as all theſe 
are in this caſe now in Debate of the Kings Right of the M/:t:a, de- 
clared to be as efſentiall ro His Crown, as the other is buta Ceremo- 
ny, and that not uſuall, nor in debate. 

A. That Returns ſhould not bee made againſt Enzland upon their for- 
mer Declarations, as if they were Obligations, whereas they were alterable 
at pleaſure, that Arguments were urged with as great mſtancy, as at Ulx- 
bridge for the Crown, | | 
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#7, Our Preface and State! of the Queſtion anſwers the laſt part 
abuncantly and cleareth, that we are now debating for that, whichall 
the D=clarations of the Parliament,8& their Comſhoners at #xbridge 
did plead for,to wit, That the Mr/:tia be joyntly in the Crown and the 
Paritament, and we ſtill oppole that which we oppoſed at #xbridge, 
the power of the Mzlitia to be in the King alone : And what we ſpeak 
for the Crown, 1s out of Conſcience of our Covenant with God,and 

ublick Declarations to the World, for the good of both Kingdoms, 
and from no other Motive, nor for any other End; And ſo we ſhould 
bee as zealous and tender as any, who may doe the {ame thing or the 
contrary, from other principles and for other ends. Bat in Anſwer 
to the firſt Part, That we do nottake upon us to judge of your Laws, 
bur of the Declarations made to the World,and made to us in a ſpeci- 
all manner, that we might judge of them, beleeve them, and ingage 
in the war accordingly, which we having done, and ſuffered ſo much 
thereby, cannot in reaſon admit thenr to-bee ſo-alterable ar pleaſure , 
becauſe that the Houſes therein told us, they would live and die in 
that quarrell, thatthey declared the ſame to other Nations, that they 
conjured ait who had Chriſttanzny or Charity to beleevethem, thar 
miny times they atteſted the Name of God to the truch of their ex- 
- preſſions, and ſincerity of thoſe their intentions , Thar they declared 
this was che greateſt Obligation, That a Chriftian, and moſt ſolemn 
publick faith, that a State.of Parliament could gives That no Chri- 
ſtan or Brother could mrisbeleeve a Parliament ., fo declaring, 
ſo proteſting , and fo ſwearing; That no trouble or. ſucceſle 
* ſhould change their reſoſutions ; "That they made theſe Declarations 
to deceive none, but co undecetve all men, left they ſhould be decei- 
_ ved by the contrary aſperfions. And asthe Honourable Houſes doe 
expect, that their Declarations for tne future ſhall bee imbraced, tru- 
ſed, and reſted upon , fo wee doubr not they will tender the Autho-

and State, and Union of the Kingdomes, and of fo folemn Declars- 
tions, backed with ſuch Atreſtattons and Oaths, upon any motives or 
changes whatſoever, which are no good Interpreters of former Co- 
venants and Declatations: All which Reaſons, An{wers,and Replyes, 
with the annexed Papers of ſome particular Citations, ont of the ex- 
at Colleion of the Declarations of the Honourable Houfes , wee

Pag. 59. Pag. 65. Pag. 80, Containeth three Petitions of the Ho- 
nourable Houſes to the King, to put the Forces and the. Militia of the 
Kingdome into the hands of ſuch Perſons as the Parliament might 
confide in, and as ſhould bee recommended to His Majeſtic by both 
Houſes: And paz: 73- containeth the Names of the Perſons recom- 
mended by the Houſes to His Majeſtie. The ſame, and no more was 
craved from His Majeſty, in the Treaty at Oxford, 1643. 

Pag. 89. (in regard HisMajeſtie did not grant their Petitions) Can 
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eaineth the Ordinance of both Houſes, for ordering the Milzza,giving 
power to: ſuch and ſuch to ſupprefle all Rebellions,, InſurreQtions, 
and Invafions, according as they ſhall receive DireRions by His Ma- 
jeſties Authority, ſignified by both Houſes of Parliament unto 
them, &c.

{uch a ſuppoſition as this could not fall opon a Parliament, as if they 
could defire ſuch a thing, u-uch lefle that a King were oblieged for to 
grant it : But how unproperly this is applyed to our Bill concerning 
the Militia, wee leave it toevery man for to judge, when they ſhall 
conſider how neceſſary, how juſt, and how reaſonable thar Bill was, 
and how much they miſtake the way and the manner wherein His 
Majeſtie is to protet His Subjects, that have adviſed Him to deny 
that Bill, and to ſer up a Commiſſion of Array, ſo deſtructive to Li- 
berty, and to the propriety of the Subject, was it not neceſſary that 
the Kingdome ſhould be pur unto a poſture of Defence : On all hands 
it is agreed, the People petitioned for it, the Parliament maketh it a 
ground of their Ordinance; The King maketh it a ground of His 
Commiſſions, all the Queſtion is concerning the way, and wee ſhall 
make it good; That the main Point wherein His Majeſtie differed 
from us in the B:ll concerning the Militia, was this, That wee deſired 
the Power of the Militia ſhould bee pur into the hands of Verſons 
approved by His Majeſtic, and both Houſes, to be an{werable to the 
Law for diſcharge of their ducties; aud His Majeſtie would not ad- 
mit of it, unleſſe He might bee Judge, both of the time when, the 
cauſe why, and the manner how, that Power ſhould bee exerciſed,

wiſe ? But yet that in diſcharge thereof, the King ought ro attribute 
much to the judgement of His Parliament: Ir were ſtrange then for 

everto {eclude the Crown trom doing that ( by the advice of Parlia- 
ment ) which falleth within the Oath of Coronation, and the Obe- 
dience whereunto falleth within the Oath of Alleagance. 

Paz. 3o1. renued in 368, 369, 370, &c. The King urgeth ſeverall 
Srarures, eſpecially the ſeventh year ot King EFdwird the firſt, The 
Parliament aftirmerh, That to the King it belongeth, and His Part it 
is by His Royall Seigneory ſtreightly ro defend wearing of Armes, 
and all other forces againit the Peace, at all times when it ſhall pleaſe 
Him, and to puniſh him that ſhall doe contrary, according to the 
Lawes and Ulſages of the Realm; And heereunto all Subjects are 
bound ro aid the King as their Soveraign Lord, ar all occaſions when 
need ſhall bee. The Parliament anſ{wereth heereunto as followeth , 
paz. 303. and 304. That neither the Statute 9. Edward 1. therein 
vouched, norany other Law in this Kingdome doth reſtrain or make 
void the Ordinance agreed upon by both Houſes of Parliament, for 
the ordering and diſpoſing the M:litia of rhe Kingdome, in this time 
of extreme and imminent canger, nor expole His Majeſties Subjects: 
to any puniſhment tor obeying the ſame, notwithſtanding that His 
Majeſtie hath refuſed ro give His Conſent to that Ordinance , but 
ought to bee obeyed by the fundamentall Lawes of this Kingdome, 
&c. For that the Queſtion is not whether it belong to the King ornot 
ro reſtrain ſuch force ; but it the King ſhall refuſe ro diſcharge that 
Duety and Truſt, whether there is nota Power in the two Houſes to 
provide for the ſafery of the Parliament, and Peace of the Kingdom, 
which is the end for which the Ordinance concerning the M/litia was 
made; and being agreeable to the ſcope and purpoſe of the Law , 
cannot in reaſon be adjudged to be contrary to it : For although the 
Law do confirm it to bee in the King, / and pag. 727. the Law hath 
placed in His Perſon the power to protectall other perſons, and pag. 
g08. they promiſe to Him Subjection, as the correlate of His Prote- 
ion of them, which the Houſes craves from Him ) and the Declarz- 
tion of the Parliament uponthe Treaty at Oxford, 1643 acknowledg- 
eth the ſame; yet it doth not exclude thoſe in whom the Law hath 

laced a Power for that purpoſe, as in the Courts of Juſtice, that 

heriffs and other Officers and Miniſters of theſe Courts, and as 
their Power is derived from the King by His Patents, yet it cannot 
bec reſtrained by His Majeſties Command, much lefle the Parlia- 
ment, becauſe the Authority thereof 1s of an higher and more emi- 
rient nature then any of thoſe Courts. 

- Itis acknowledged that the King is fountain of Juſtice and Prote- 
ion , butthe acts of Juſtice and proteion are not exerciſed in his 
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own perſon, nor depend upon his pleaſure, bur by his Courts, and by 
his Miniſters, who muſt do their dutie therem, though the King in his 
own perlon ſhould forbid them : and therefore it judgements ſhould 
be given by them againſt the Kings willand perfonall command, yet 
are they the Kings judgements, 

Pag. 207. The Parliament being aften-nrged by his Majeſtie to: 
{hew him their fundamental Laws which warranted them to-ſ{ertle rhe 
M1l tia in the caſe of extreame danger 2nd'his refufall, they fer down 
their Votes , and the tundlamenta!l Law-warranting the fame, as fot- 
loweth. Thar inthis cafe of extreame danger and his Majeſties re- 
fu'all, rhe Orcinance of Parliament ag1ced upon by both Houſes for 
the Militia, doth obliege the people, and ought to be obeyed by the 
fundamentatl Laws of this Kingdom + For it doth appear that there is 
no colour of this'Tax,that we go.abaut to tatroducea new Law,much

Majeſtie, and in his Parliament cogether. Yet fince the Prince being 
but one perfon , . is more ſubjeR to accidents of nature and chance, 
whereby the Comon- wealth may be deprived of the fruit of that truſk 
wich was inpart impoſed in hin : in cafes of tich neceſſity, that the 
Kingdom may not be enforced to return to its firſt Principles, & eve- 
ry man left t> do what 15 right in his own eyes , without either guide 
or Rule, The wiſdom of this State heth intruſted the Houſes of Par- 
liament with a power to ſupply what ſhall be wanting on the part of 
rhe Prince, As is evident by the conftant cuſtome and praQiſe there- 
of, In caſes ot Non-age,naturall dilability,and captivity ; and the liks 
reaſon doth and muſt hold tor the exerciſe of the ſame power, in ſuch 
caſes where the Royall truſt cannot be, or is not diſcharged, and thae 
the Kingdome runs an evidet and tmminent danger thereby, which 
danger having been declared by the Lords and Commons in Partia- 
ment, there needs not the authority of any perſon or Court to affirm, 
nor is it inthe power of any perſon or Court to revokethe judgement, 

| By the fundamenta)l Law,frame,and conſtitution of rke Kingdom, 
the ordiniry government is ſettled and intruſted to the King and Par- 
liament , and cannot be changed without the ſubyerting. the funda- 
menrcall Laws, And that onely in extraordinary caſes of extreame 
danger , and the Kings incapacity: or refuſall rc diſcharge his truſt, 
The Houſes pro ſalute populi, cnjmus falus lex Ly thy may- diredt , and 
diſpoſe of the M:{:ti4, Bur by the laft Propoſttion, the extraordinary 
caſe becometh the ordinary Government, (to wit, perperuall, and in 
the time of peace ) and that which was fince the foundation of this 
Kingdom , the ordinary Government, is not to be fo much as an ex- 
traordinary caſe. | 

The King in many of his Declarations, and for inflance Pag. 298. 
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urgeth, that hereby the Houſes deſired not onely the ruine of his pets 
ſon, but of Monarchie it ſelf , which was more then ever was offered 
ro any of his Predeceſlors, &c. The Parliament in their Duply hereto | 
Pag.730. juſtly ſet down what followeth,as a do@rine which deſerves 
to be branded with the marks of perpetual ſcorn and indignation,vi7, 

T har the repreſentative body ot the whole Kingdom is a tation of 
Malignant, Schiſmaricall, and ambitious Perſons, whoſe Defigne is 
and alwayes hath been to alter the whole frame of Government both 
of Church and Stare, and to ſubject both King and People to their 
lawleſſe and arbitrary Power and (Government, and that they deſigne 
the ruine of His Majeftics Perſon, and of Monarchy it felt , and con- 
ſequently that they are Traitors, and all the Kingdome with them , 
( for their ac is the act of the whole Kingdome ) and whether their 
puniſhment and ruine may not alſo involve the whole Kingdome.in 
concluſion, and reduce it into the condition of a conquered Nation, 
No man can tell, but Experience '{heweth us, that Succefle often 
draweth men not onely beyond their Profeſhons, but allo many times 
beyond their firſt Intentions. Mn 

And in many other places the Parliament anſwereth this aſperſi- 
on, and giveth afſurances to the contrary both to Ris Majeſtie and to 
the world, as paz. 100. that as they behooved upon His Majeſties 
refuſall ro ſettle the Milztia, to ſecure and preſerve His Majeſtie and 
the Kingdomes from extreame danger , ſo they ſtill reſolve to 
keep themſelves within the bounds of Faithfulneſſe and Alleageance 
to His Majeſties ſacred Perſon and Crown : And #bidem they ſay 
thus, W hereas Your Majeſtie is pleaſed to ſay, That for Your Reſi- 
dence neerthe Parliament; You wiſh it might bee ſo Safe and Honou- 
rable, that You had no cauſe to abſent Your ſelf from Whitehall. This 
wee take as the greateſt breach of the priviledge of Parliament that 
can bee offered, as the heavieſt miſery ro your ſelf, and imputation 
upon us that can bee imagined, and the moſt miſchievous effec of 
evill counſels: It roots up the ſtrongeſt foundation of the Safety and 
Honour which your Crown affoords , It ſeemes as much as may bec 
to caſt upon the Parliament ſuch a charge as 15 inconſiſtent with the 
nature of.that Great Councell, being the Body whereof Your Maje- 
ſtie is the Head: Ir ſtrikes at the very Beeing both of King and Parli- 
ament, depriving Your Majeſtic in Your own Apprehenſion of their 
Fidelity, and them of Your Prote&ion,which are the mutuall Bonds 
and Supports of Government and SubjeRion. ; 

Wee have according to Your Majeſties Deſire laid our hand upon 
our hearts, wee have askt our ſelves in the ſtricteſt examination of 
our conſciences, wee have ſearcht our affections, our thoughts, con- 
{idered our actions, and wee can finde none that can give Your Maje- 
ſie any juſt occaſion to abſent Your Self from Whitehall, and the Par- 
liament, But that You may with more Honour and Safety continue 
there then in any other place. 

Paz. 195. At the entry of their Declaration, May 719. the infinite 
Mercy and Providence of God, hath bin abundantly manifeſted ſince 
_ the 
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the beginning of chis Parliament, in great variety of ProreQions and 
Bleſſings, whereby He hath not only delivered us from many wicked 
Plots and Deſignes ; which if they had taken effte&t , would have 
brought ruine upon this Kingdome : But out of thoſe attempts hath 
produced diverſe evident and remarkable Advantages to the furthe- 
rance of theſe ſervices, which wee have beene deſirous to pertorm to 
our Soveraigne the King, and to this Chutch and State, in provy- 
ding for the publike peace and proſperity of His Majeſtic, and all His 
Realms, which in the preſence of the ſame Al-ſeeing Deity, we pro- 
_ teſtro have beene, and ſtill to be the only end of all our Councels and 
Endeavours, wherein wee have reſolved to continue freed and enlar- 
ged from all private aimes, perſonall reſpects, or paſkons whatſoever. 

Paz. 203, 204. Wee are reſolved, The gractous favour of His Ma- 
jeſtic exprefled in that Bill, for the continuance of this Parliament, 
and the advantage and ſecurity which wee have thereby, from beeing 
diſſolved, ſhall not encourage us to doe any thing, which otherwiſe 
had not beene fit to have beene done; and wee are ready to make ir 
good before all the world, that although His Majeſtie hath paſicd 
many Bills very advantagious for the Subject, yet mn none of them 
have wee bereaved His Majeſtie of any juſt, neceſſary, or profitable 
prerogative of the Crown. | 

Wee ſo earneſtly deſire His Majeſties return to Lender, that upon 
ir wee conceive depends the very ſafety and being of both His King- 
domes; and therefore we muſt proteſt, that as tor che time paſt, net- 
therthe Government of Zendoy, nor the Laws of the Land, have loſt 
their life or torce for His Security : fo for the future we ſhall be ready 
co fay or doe any thing , that may ſtand with the Duery or Honour 
of a Parliament, which may raife amutuall confidence betwixt His 
Majeſtic and us, as wee do wiſh, and as the affairs of this Kingdome 
doe require. 

Pag. 281. We ſhall conclude , That although theſe wicked coun- 
cellours about His Majeſtie, have. preſumed under His Majeſties 
Name, to put that diſhonour and affront upon both Houſes of Parli- 
ament,asto make them the countenancers of Treaſon,enough to have 
diſſolved all the bonds and finewes of mutuall confidence betwixr 
His Majeſtic and His Parliament ( of whom the Maxime of the Law 
1s, that a diſhonourable thing ought not to bee imagined of them) yet 
we doubt not, but it ſhall in the end appear before all the World , 
chat our endeavours have becne moſt hearty and ſincere forthe Main- 
tenance of the true Proteſtant Religion , the Kings Juſt Pcrogarive, 
the Lawes and Liberties of the Land , and che Priviledges of Parlia- 
ment , In which endeavours by the grace of God we will {till perſiſt, 
though we ſhould periſh in the work, which if it ſhould be, it i5 much 
co bee feared ; Thar, Religion, Lawes, Libcrtics , and Parliaments, 
would not be long-lived after us. | 

Paz. 307. Your Majeſties moſt humble and faithfull Subjecs ha- 
ving nothing in their thoughts & defires, more precious and of high- 
ec cltceme ({ next to the immediate Honour and Service of God) then 
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the juſt and faithfull performance of their duety ta yoer Majeſty 
and this Kingdome , &c. 

Whereas pag. 282. The King allcadgeth ſome ſpeaches in the 
Houſes to the prejudice of the Royall Branches, The Parliament tul- 
ly anſwereth pg. 696. this, and although they would perſwade His 
Majeſty, that there 1s little confidence to bee placed in our modeſty 
and duety; Yet as God is witnefle of our thoughts, ſo ſhall our aR1- 
ons, witneſſe to all the World , That to the honuur of Religion, and 
of thoſe that are moſt zealous in it (fo much ſtricken at by the contri- 
vers of that Declaration under odious names ) wee ſhall ſuffer more 
from, and for our Soveraign, then we hope, God will ever permit the® 
maliceof wicked Councellors to put usto. And though the happineſle 
of this and all Kingdomes dependeth chiefly upon God , yet wee ac- 
knowledge, that it doth ſo mainly depend upon His Majeſty, and the 
Royall Branthes of that Root, Thatas we have heretofore, ſo we 
ſhall kereatrer cſtceme no Hazard too great, no reproach too vile, but 
that we ſhall willingly goethrough the one, and undergoethe other;

And now for the Propoſi- 
tions wherewith we are laid co aſſault His Majeſtic, and endeavour to 
diveſt Him of all his Royall rights and dignities ; We doubt not but 
we ſhall make it appear to all the World that what miay ſceme higheſt 
in our Propoſitions , hath beene in effe asked and obtained by our 
Predeceſſours before us, and by our Nieghbours beſide us , and that 
we have more reaſon toask it and to obtaine it, then either the one or 
the other, and yet to teſtifie to all the World how much wee deſire 
peace, and to avoid the miſeries and confuſton of a civill Warre, wee 
have not, nor ſhall infift upon any thing, but what we hold neceſſary 
for preſervation of the ſafety and peace of the Kingdome, and for the 
ſecuritie of our Religionand Liberties, and theſe good Lawes which 
we alieady have, and hope farther to obtaine by the frequent meeting 
and free ſitting of Parliaments: And as we have bin carctul to decline 
all appearance of any private reſpes in them to ourſelves; So wee 
having the Honour of God, and of His Majeſty, and the Peace, Free- 
dome and Profperity of this Kingdome , chiefly before our eyes in 
theſe our Propeſitions and in all our ations,we reſt aſſured,that both 
God andMan will abhor and abominate that monſtruous and moſt in- 
jurious charge laid upon the repreſentative body of this Kingdom, of 
deſigning the ruine not only of his Majeſties perſon,but of Monarchie 
it ſelf. And we appeal to all the World, whether worſe words then 
theſe can bee given ? And whether wee may not juſtly expect the 
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worſt ations that the malice and porwerof the Malignant Party: 
about His Majeſty can produce. PE, | 

Paz. 750. Gop who fees our innocency, and that we have no . 
aimes, bur at his glory , and the publike good, will ( we hope ) tree 
your Majeſty from theſe deſtructive Councells, who labourto main. 
raine their own power by Bloodand Rapine : And blefle our endea- * 
vour ,, who ſeek nothing butto procure and eſtablith the Honourable 
Peace and ſafety of your Majeſtie and Kingdomes , upon the ſure - 
foundation of Religion and Juſtice. 

The Declarations after mentioned were ſent from the Parliament 
'of England to the Kingdome of Scotland, to inform them ot the 
rrue ſtatc of the quartell and cauſe of the war, andto perſwade them 
to ingage with them therein, which they did accordingly. 

The King by His Letter of the 20 of May, 1642. to the Coun- 
cell of Scotland, declared His great ſufferings from His Parliament, 
and that Hee was only maintaining His Authority, &c. as is inſerted 
in the pag. 255. Thereupon the Parliament emitts a Declaration, and 
{ends it to Scotland, afluringthem by Proteſtaton, that His Majeſties 
ſufferings come not from any intention or action of theirs, who en- 
deavour with all fidelity to procure the happineſle of His Majeſtic 
and of His Kingdome : And that they ſhould doe their beſt endea-: 
vours to promote the Honour, Wealth, and Proſperity of Scotland 
( becauſe of our great affection and reipect to them at that time, 
upon believing their Declarations ) and preſerve their Union, &c.

In Auguſt 1643. The Parliament ſends down Colonel Pickering 
to the Generall Aſſembly, with -a Declaration to them, ſhewing , 
that they thought fit ro ſend them a coppy of their Supplication to 
His Majeſtie, ( wherewith hee brought alſo other Declarations, and 
gave them to the Lords of the Secret Counſell, and Conſervators 
of Pcacc') Thar, that Church and Kingdome ('whereunto they are 
tied by ſo many and ſo neer bonds, both civil and ſpirituall ) may ſee 
that the like mind is now in them,that formerly appeared to be in the 
Nation ; and that they were tender of bloud, and zealous for a refor- 
mation of Church and State, which if not interrupted by war, they 
would ſettle, to the encreaſe of His Majeſties Honour and State, the 
. peace and proſperity of this Kingdome ; and eſpecially to the glo- 
ry of God,by the advancement of the true Religion,and ſuch a retor- 
mation of the Church, as ſhall bee moſt agreeable ro Gods Word : 
Our of all which there will alſo reſult a moſt firm and flab'e Union 
berweene the two Kingdomes, which accordin? to our Proteſtation 
we ſhall by all good wayes and means, upon all occaſions, labour to 

reſerve and maintain. | 

The Supplication which hee brought, was that which was ſent 
after nomination of my Lord Eſſex Generall , pag. 465. having that 
expreſſion, That Hee would return to His Parliament, and hearken 
to their faithfull Advices, and humble Petitions, which ſhould only 
þec tor advancing Religion, His own Royall Honour and Safety, the 


preſervation 
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preſervation of our Lazwes and Liberties ; and they ſhould puniſh and 


prevent all tumultuous and ſeditious actions, ſpeeches and writings, 
which might give him any juſt cauſe of diſtance, or apprehenſion of 
danger, from which publike aimes and reſolutions, no finiſter or pri- 
vat reſpect ſhall ever make them decline z That they ſhould ſertle the 
Militia by a Bill, in ſuch a way as ſhall bee honourable and ſafe for 
His Majeſtie, moſt agreeable to the duety of Parliament, and effeQu- 
all for the good of the Kingdome, that the ſecurity thereof bee not 
for its deſtru&tion; with which if His Majeſties Counſels and Cour- 
les ſhall concur, we doubt not bur we ſhall quickly make it appear to 
the world, by the moſt eminent effects of love and duety, That His 
Majeſties Perſonal ſafety, Royall Honour and Greatnes are much dea- 
ter to us then our lives and fortunes, which wee do moſt heartily de- 
dicate, and ſhall moſt willingly imploy, for the ſupport and mainte- 
nance thereof. They again repeat the ſame, pag. 509. as the firm 
and conſtant reſolution, to witneſle their unthaken and conſtant loy- 
alty ; and that they would make Rim and His Poſterity as much 
beloved at home, and feared abroad, as any Prince that ever ſwayed 
this Scepter.

rwixt Your Majeſty and Your Parliament , according to the great 
truſt which lyes upon us; And it Your Majeſty ihall now be pleaſed to 
come back to your Parliament without your forces,we ſhall be ready 
to ſecure Your Royall Perſon , Crowneand Dignity with our lives 
and fortunes, Your Preſence in this great Councell , being the oniy 
meanes of any Treaty betwixt Your Majeſty and them, with hope 
; of ſucceſle. 

And in none of our defiresto Your Majeſty ſhall we be ſwayed by 
any particular mans advantage , bur ſhall give acleare teſtimony to 
Your Majeſtie and the whole World , Thar in all chings done by us , 
wefaithfully intend the good of Your Majeſty , and of Your King- 
domes, and that we will not bee delivered from this end, by any pri- 
vate or ſelfe reſpe&s whatſoever, 

Apiine they renew the ſame, pag. 618. Shewingthatthey have 
for the juſt and neceſlary defence for the Proteſtant Religion, of 
Your Majeſties Perſon , Crown and Dignity, of the Lawes, and Li- 
berties of this Kingdome , and the Priviledges and Power of Parlia- 
ment ; Taken up Armes and appointed and authorized Robert Earle 

of Eſſex 
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of Eſſex to bee Captaine Generall, wherein if Your Majeſtic pleaſe to 
yeeld to our moſt humbleand earneſt deſires, We do in the preſence 
of Almighty God profeſle,that we wil receive Your Majeſtie with all 
Honour, yeeld you all due obedience and ſubje&tion, and faithtullic 
endeavourto ſecure Your Perſon and Eſtate from all dangers , and 
to the uttermoſt of our power, to procure and eſtabliſhro Your 
Selfeand Your People, all the bleſlings of a glorious and happic 
Reigne. 

He delivered alſo the Votes of the 12 of July, pag. 457.0f raiſing an 
Army for the ſafety of the Kings Perſon, defence of the Parliament, 
and preſerving Religion, Lawes, Lives, and Peace of the Kingdom, 
and todie and live with the Earle of -Zſſex in that Cauſe, and the for- 
mer Petition appointed to be framed. 

He delivered likewiſe the Declarations, paz. 458. wherein the Par- 
lament expreſſerh, that in all their endeavours, they intend wholly 
the advancement of His Majeſties Honour and Safety , And the re- 
exinment of the ancient (though of late yeares much invaded ) 
Rights, Lawes, and Liberties , being the Birth-right of the Subjes 
of this Land , and ſettling of the true Proteſtant Religion ( the glory 
of their Nation ) in Peace and Purity. 

He delivered the Declaration, p4z. 461. concerning the diſtraRti-

| Intheir reply to the King, pag. 473. they ſhew the reaſon why they 

tooke into their cuſtody the Town of Hull, the Magazine and Navy, 

paſſed the Ordinance ot the Militia , and made preparation of Ar- 

mies, was for the ſecurity of Religion, the ſafety of His Majeſties 

Perſon , ofthe Kingdome and Parliament, all which they did fee in 

evident and imminent danger, from which when they ſhall bee ſecu- 

red,and that the forces of the Kingdome ſhall notbee uſed to the de- 

ſtruction thereof , They ſhall then bee ready ro withdraw the Gari-" 
{on out of Hull, to deliver the Magazine and Navy, And ſcttle the

He delivered alſo the Declaration, pag. 491. giving an accompt to

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to concurre, They complain, that the deſigne of their Enemies 1s, to 
alrer the conftitution and frame of this Government both in Church 
and State: Thar they begunne with Scotland by the Service Book ; 
For well they knew the iame fare attended both Kingdomes; And 
Religion could not be altered in the one , without altering it inthe 
other , and Religion is there called The life of our lives. 

| And ſeeing now the Queſtion 1s fo clearly ſtared: They invite all to 
aſſiſt for the preſervation of Religion, the King and our Selves, And 
that it appeareth thar ic is neither Z#//, nor Magazine , nor Militia, 
which are grounds of the Warre, whereupon they concluce their ac- 
compt to the World , That they the Lords and Commons were re- 
ſolved toexpoſe their Lives and Fortunes for Maintenance of the rrue 
Religion; the Kings Perſon, Honour and Eſtate, Priviledges of Par- 
liament, and Right and Liberties of Subjects , and for prevention of

for uniformity, and preſervation of His Majeſties Authority.

We, in preſence of Almighty God, for the ſatisfation of our conſci- 
ences, and the diſcharge of ourgreat truſt, proteſt and declare , That 
no private paſſion orreſpeR,orevill intentionto His Majeſties Perſon, 
no cefigne to the prejudice of his juſt Honour and Authority , en-

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Honour, yeeld him all true obedience and ſubje&ion,, and defend his 


Perſon and Eſtate; Thar in this cauſe and defence thereof , they ex- 


pect the concurrence of Scotland , according tothe A of Pacifica- - 


tion : And which ſafety of Religion, Lawes, and Liberties, We do 


here againc profeſle before the everliving God, to be the chief end of 
all our Councells, and ReſoJutions, without any intention or defite* 


ro hurt or injure his Majeſty , either in his Perſon or juſt Power. 
This Declaration was {entto the Conſervators of Peace , with their 
fafe conduct, and delivered by Colonell Pickering unto them. 

In the Declaration to the World, pag. 657. ſentto Scotland con- 
cerning the allegations , That the Army is raiſed to murther or de- 
poſethe King ; wee hoped any that profefled the name of a Chriſti- 
an , could not have ſo little Charity as to raiſe fucha ſcandall , efpe- 
cially when they muſt needs know the Proteſtarion taken by eve 


member of both Houſes, whereby they promiſe in preſence of Al-- 


mighty G O D , to defend Nis Majeſties Perſon : The Promiſe and 
Proteſtation made by the members of both Houſes, upon the nomi- 
nation of the Generall to live and die with him, wherein is expreſſed, 
That this Army was raiſed for the defence of the Kings Perſon, Our 
earneſt addreſſes and humble petitions to His Majelty, to remove his 
Royall Perſon from that Army, A requeſt inconſiftent with any 
purpoſe to offer the leaſt violefice to his Perſon, which hath and ever 
ſhall be dearunto us : Thar their Religion and Liberties being ſecu- 
red unto them, they ſhall willingly disband. Tothe imputation of 
their intention to change the Government , they an{were , That the 
Army is raiſed for the Lands neceſlary preſervation. 

The Declaration to the Eſtates of Hollaxd, paz. 635. declareth the 
queſtion betweene the King and Parliament, Is not whether Hee 
ſhall enjoy the ſame Prerogative and Power, which hath belonged 
ro our former Kings, His Royall Predeceflors; But whether that Pre- 
rogativeand Power ſhall bee uſed to our defence or ruine, and weex- 
pet nothing from Him but ſecurity and proteQion from thoſe mil- 
chievouous deſignes multiplied againſt them. 

But above all, remember the Declaration, 7. November, pars 
737. direted and ſent to the Kingdome of Scotland, and delivered 
to that Stare by Colonel Pickering, mentioning, that Scotland -had 
lovingly invited them to a neerer and higherdegree of Union, in 
matters of Religion, and Church Government, which we-have moſt 
willingly and affectually embraced, and intend to purſue: And 
though we ſeek nothing from his Majeſtie, that-may diminiſh his juſt 
authority or honour ,and have by many humble Petitions endeavou- 


red to putanendto this unnaturall war and-combuſtion, andto pro- 


cure His protection and ſecurity, for our Religion, Liberties and Per- 
ſons ( according to that great truſt His Majeſtie is bound to bythe 
Lawes of the Land ) and thall continue-to renew our Petitions in that 
kinde, wee are neceſhirared to ſtand upon our juſt-defence, and to ſeek 
the ſpeedy and powerfull aftance ot our Brethren, according tothe 
Act of Pacification, common duety of Chriltianity, and particular 


intereſt 
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Intereſt of their own Nation, which would produce preſervation of 
Religion, Honour, Safety, and Peace to His Majeſtie and Subjects, 
and a more ftri& conjunRion of the Councels, Defignes, and Endea- 
yours of both Nations, for the relief of the reformed Churches: 
All which we did believe, and defire to ſee obſerved, and did not be- 
lieve the Kings Anſwer thereunto, immediatly ſentto Scotland a- 

ainſt them, as intending to countenance Sets and Schiſines, and to 
{ſubvert His Royall Authority. 

Wee could cite to your Lordſhips as many of our Declarations to 
the ſame ſenſe, which wee acknowledge as obligatory, and ſo need 
not to repeat them. 

But that which ſticks moſt with us, are the Oaths taken, firſt ſepa- 
ratim by both theſe Nations, and then conjwni7zm in the laſt folemn 
League and Covenant between the Kmgdoms. | 

Wee need neither fer down our firſt Covenant, northe Proteſta- 
tion which is fo ſhort, cleer, and known to all, viF, To defend and 
maintain, according to the duety of my Alleagance, His Majeſties 


| Royall Perſon, Honour, and State, ec. and in all juſt and honoura- 


ble wayes, to preſerve the Union and Peace between the Kingdoms, 
and neither for hope, fear, or other reſpe& relinquiſh the promiſe, 
vow, and Proteſtation, which whoſoever would not take, was voted 
co be unfit to bear office in Church or State, whereunto our Oath of 
Parliament is paralell almoſt zz ziſdem werbis. 

Concerning the late ſolemn League. and Covenant, wee may not 
forget the A of the Generall Aſſembly of Scotland , and of the 
Convention of Eſtates, 17 Avguſt, 1643. approving of the firſt 
draught of it, as the moſt powerfull mean, by the bleſſing of God, 
for ſettling and preſerving the true Proteſtant Religion, with perfe& 
Peace in His Majeſties Dominions,and propagating the ſame to other 
Nations, and for eſtabliſhing his Maieſties Throne to all Apes and 
Generations, and recommending it in theſe termes to the Kingdome 
of England , and which is moſt fully twiſe or thriſe expreſſed in their 
Declaration , then ſent ro the Houſes, and in their Anſwer tothe 
Divines. 

Like as the two Ads of the Commiſſioners of the Aſſembly, and 
Committee of Eſtates, in Oftober, 1643. approving the ſame ( after 
the return therof from England) in the ſame terms, and appoint it {o 
to be ſworn and ſubſcribed : Whereupon the Covenant having theſe 
Ads prefixed, was ſubſcribed and ſworn in a moſt ſolemn manner 
by the Commiſſioners of both Kingdoms, at Edinburgh , and one 


Principall ſo ſubſcribed, Delivered by us to the Engliſh Commiſſio- 
ners, and another from them to us, to be keeped #n retentis, 

Likewiſe the Ordinance of the Honourable Houſes , for the ſub- 
ſcribing of the Covenant, prefixed an Exhortation, and thercin 
affirmeth. 

For what is there almoſt in this Covenant, which was not for ſub- 
ſtance either expreſſed, or manifeſtly included in that folemn Pro- 
K teſtatton 
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 feſtation of May 5. 1641. wherein the whole Kingdome ſtands in- 
gaged untill this day : The finfull neglect whereot doth ( as we may 
juſtly fear.) open a Floud-garte, the more to ler in all theſe calamities 
upon the Kingdome, and caſt upon it a neceflity of renewing Co- 
venant, and of entring into this. 

If it bee pleaded, That this Covenant crofleth the Oathes of Su- 
premacy and Alleageance, there can be nothing further from Truth 
for this Covenant binds all, and more ſtrongly engageth them to 
preſerve and defend the Kings Majeſties Perſon and Authority, in 
the Preſervation and Defence of the true Religion, and Liberties of 
the Kinedomes. | 

The Covenant it ſelf, both inthe Title and in the Preamble, ſer- 
reth downe the three mayn Motives, Dueties, and Ends thereof, 
whereof the {econd is the Honour and Happineſle of the King and 
His Poſterity. a 

Inthe third Article, wee ſhall with the ſame fincerity, reality, and 
conſtancy in our ſ{everall vocations, endeavour with our Eſtates and 
Lives, mutually to preſerve the Rights and Priviledges of the Par- 
liaments and the Liberties of the Kingdomes, And to preſerve and 
defend the Kings Majeſties Perſonand Authority, inthe preſervarion 
and defence of the true Religion and Liberties of the Kingdomes. 
That the world may bear witnefle with our conſciences of our loyal- 
ty, and that we have nothoughrs or intentions to diminiſh His Maje- 
ſties juſt Power and Greatneſle. i 

In the fourth, we ſhall diſcover evill inſtruments, by hindering the 
reformation of Religion , dividing the King from his people, or one 
of the Kingdomes from another , or making any parties among the 
people contrary to this League and Covenant. 

In the fifth, And whereas the happines of a bleſſed peace between 
theſe Kingdomes , Denied in former times to our Progenitors, is 
by the good providence of God granted unto us, and hath beenelate- 
ly concluded and ſettled by both Parliaments ;- Wee ſhall each one of 
us according to our power and intereſt , indeavour that they may re- 
maine conjoyned in a firme Peace and Union to all poſterity , And 
chat juſtice may be done upon the wilfull oppoſers thereof, in manner 
expreſſed in the precedent Articles. 

Now this firm Union between them ſectled by both Parliaments, 


| and to bee continued by that Article ; as alſo by the Proteſtation be-. 


fore mentioned, and our Oath of Parliament, is expreffed in the AR 
of Pacification in the large Treaty, i» hs werbis, That the great ble» 
ſing of a conſtant and friendly ConjunQion of the two Kingdomes , 
now united by Alleageance and loyall Subjection,to one Soveraigne 
and Head, may be firmly obſerved, and continued to all poſterity. 

' In the fixth Article wee may not make defection to the contrary 
part, or give our ſelves to a deteſtable indifferency or neutrality in 
this cauſe, which ſo much concerneth the Glory of God, good of 
the Kingdomes, and Honour of the King, bur all our Cayes __ 

y an 
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ly and conſtantly promote it againſt all oppoſition and impediments ; 
all which we ſhall do as 1n the fight of God, and perform all Duties 
we owe to God and man, and make this Covenant in the preſence of 
Almighty God the Searcher of all hearts, with a truc intention £0 
perform the ſame, as we ſhall anſwer at the great Day. 

Wee cannot but remember the firſt Article of the Treaty between 
the Kingdomes, v4; It 1s agreed and concluded, that the Covenant 
repreſented to the Convention of Eſtates, and Generall Aſſembly of 
Scotland, and ſent to both Houſes of the Parliament of England, in 
the ſame form as it is now returned from the rwo Houſes of the Par- 
liament of England to their Brethren of Scotland, and allowedby the 
Committee of Eſtates,and Committee of the Generall Aſſſembly,be 
ſworn and ſubſcribed by both Kingdoms,as a moſt neer tye and con- 
jun&tion betwixt them , for their mutuall defence againſt the Papiſt 
and Prelaticall Faction, and their Adherents in both Kingdomes, and 
for purſuance of the ends expreſt in the Covenant; and that the reſt 
of the Articles are expreſly conceived to be in purſuance of the ends 
expreſt in the ſaid Covenant. And the eighth Article , That no 
Ceſlation, nor any Pacitication or Agreement for Peace whatſoever, 
ſhall bee made for cither Kingdome, or their Armes, without the 
muruall Advice or Conſent of both Kingdomes, or their Commit- 
tees ( by vertue whereof wee debated theſe Propoſitions with your 
Lordſhips ) is in purſuance of the ſame ends. And the ninth Arti- 
cle containeth the publike Faith of the Kingdome of Scotland, Thar 
neither our entrance into, nor continuance in the Kingdome of Eng- 
land ſhall bee made uſe of ( wee hope no more by others then by us) 
ro any other ends then are expreſſed in the Covenant and Articles of 
this Treaty ; And thart all matters of Difference ſhall bee determined 
by the muruall Advice and Conſent of both Kingdomes , or their 
Committees: upon the Covenant and Treaty,the Kingdome of Scor- 
land ſending in their Army for your Aſſiſtance, emitred to the world 
a Declaration of their Intentions in that war, ſhewing their three 
Motives, three Dueties, and three Ends, conform tothe Covenant , 
_ andplanting it as their otro onall their Banners and Colours,Cove- 
nant for Religion, Crown,and Kingdomes, inſerting it in their Commil- 
ſfiontothe Lord General, their Direions through the Counties, and 
Articles of War , and the Military Oath taken by all the Army; De- 
firing no otherwiſe a Bleſſing upon their Endeavours, then as they 
ſhall bee directed tothe purſuance of their Ends, inſerted inthe Title 
of the Covenant, aſſuring that the War is not againſt His Majeſtie , 
but that the Wicked being removed, a good underſtanding may bee 
eſtabliſhed berwixt His Majeſtic and His People, remembring our 
publike Faith, given in the ninth of April; Andaſſuring, that their 
pious, loyall, and faithfull Deſires being obtained, wee ſhould moſt 
willingly return,eſteeming it our greateſt Happineſle, that Truth with 
Peace be eſtabliſhed in all His Majeſties Dommions, " 
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As wee apart, ſo both the Kingdomes together joynedin Arms 
emitted their joint publike Declaration to the world to the ſame ef- 
fe; and with many the like Expreſſions, founding the War on the 
Covenant , con it The Cauſe and Quarrell of God , and ending 
with a notable. C 
ſultation reſolved and decreed never to lay down Arms, till Truth 


and Peace by the Bleſſing of Gop bee ſertled in this Iſland upon 


a firm foundation, for the preſent and future Generations, which 
ſhall bee eſteemed of us an abundant reward of all that wee can 
doe or ſuffer in this Cauſe. |

Kingdom, ſo much longed for ty all the true Lovers of the Proteltant Religion : 
And therefore againſt ſuch their malice and power,they implore the ſpeedy and 
powerfull atliſtance of their Brethren of Scotland , according to the late Act of

theccommon Encmies , That God wauld makeauſc ofthis qpportmnity., to knit 
them both to himſelf, and each ro other ina.molt {iritand darable Union, And 
thereby the moretirmly to-eſtablith Truth.and Peace.in'both Nations. 

The ſameis.repeated in-cheir Paper to the Convention of Eſtates, that the 
defigne of ſubverting Religion was the ſame, .but »:utata methodo,, 1 hat they 
wou.d ſeouregsfram the Invation of the Iriih.Rebels, That they.naeded aor Ar> 

naents to invite us totheir aſciltance, Since now the Honourable Heules have 
tofully declared by what they havedone, and what they are defirous to docs 
that the true State of the Cauſe 'and Quarrell as Religion: In Reformation 
whereof they arelo forward and zealous , as there 1s nothing expreſſed in our 
former or latter Declarations, whichthey have not dorioully taken to heart, and 
ſeriouſly endeavoured to effect, that ſo the two Kingdoms might be brought to a 
necrer conjuactian in formof Church Government, Direftory, Confolsion, and 
Catechiſme , and utterextirpation of Prelacies The moſt etteuall and ready 
mean wheren.t0giS now conceived to bethe [trier Union and League between 
the Natians aid our aſbiltance of England dy an Army. | 

And in the Leiter from the Aſſembly of Divines by orderof the Houle of 
Commons, they call it twice the Cauſe of Religian, thanketh us for our defires 
of Untformity, and imports their laying out a Diſcipline molt agreeable to Gods 
Word, molt apt to preſerve the Peace of the Church xt home, and accrer agree- 
ment with the Church of Spotland, and other Reformed Churches, that 1o to 
the ntmolt of their power, they may cxalt him whois theonely Lord, aver his 
Charch, his own konle , inall his offices , and preſent the Church as « chalte 
Virginuxo Chrilt. They mention the Oath of Allemvly concerning Diſcipline, 
viz, What they conceive moſt to the glory of God , and good and peace of his 
Chnrch, and clcars the freedom of Afſemblyro ſerve their conſciences, 

The Aſlemblics Anſwer to the Parliament, deſires that it may be more and 
more cleared, Religion to be the true ſtate of the ditterences in England, and to 
be unccſlantly ate firſt and above all chings , Geving xo ſleep to their eer, 
#0, ſnmbe” to thei; cye-li;is, untill it be ſettled ; and ewice or thrice mentioneth 
their three Motives , and three ends of Covenant , whereuats they deſired the 
Parhaments concurrence , And fo they write to the King, And fo intheir An- 
fwer to the Aſlembly of Divines and Minilters of England, buth for Uniformity 
al the Kings Authority. 
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Concerning the ſtate of affaires before the making of the Treaty, 
it was this , T he Kingdome of Scotland, according to an agreement 
made with the Kingdome of England, the 4 of annary 164.2, and the 
Treaty of the 6 Auguft. 1642. fent over an Army into YVifer in Ire- 
land, for ſuppreſſing the rebellion in that Kingdome, where they 
had not long continued, but. troubles did arife in this Kingdome, 
upon the occaſion of the difference between the King and his Par- 
liament 5 whereby the ſupplies promiſed for entertainment of that 
Army were withdrawn forthe maintenance of the war here,and the 
Scottiſh Army was driveato ſo great extremities, that hundreds of 
ther were ſfaryed for waht of bread, as hath been formerly repre- 
ſenred tothe Fouſes. About themonth of 7zly 1643. the enemies 
power prevailing ſo farre in England, as they were poſſeſſed of the 
moſt part ofthe Kingdome, the Houſes of Parliament did reſolve, 
and accordingly ſent Commiſſtoners into the Kingdome of Scot- 
land, to Treat concerning the fending ofan Army into England, for 
afſiſtance of their Brethren in Ex2lard, as alſo ro Treat concerning 
the Scottiſh Army inTreland, gave them credenriall Letters to the E- 
Rates of Scotland, with ample power to negotiate, treat, and conclude, 
and defired the Kingdome of Scotland to give them full credit in 
what they ſhould propound, The Zzzliſh Commiſſioners, ar firſt 
deſired the remoycall of the Scotrzſh Army, becauſe the Houſes of 
Parliament had found themſelves unable to ſupport the charges of 
that warre: But notlong after their arrivall, Generall Major Moz- 
70 acquaints the Kingdome of Scotland with the ftate of. affaires in 
Ireland, ſends over the Leiters diretedto him from the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, and Lord Juſtices of 7relazd, requiring him to agree tothe 
Ceſſation, and declareth his inability to reſiſt the Ezgiz/h and 7rifh, 
joyned together, eſpecially when hee wanted the meanes of ſub- 
ſiſtance, | 

Further, the Scoftiſh Army fernds Commiſhoners into Scotland to 
repreſent their wants, the neceffity of providing a ſpeedy ſupply of 
a conſiderable ſumme of Money and V ictuals, for their preſent ſub- 
ſiſtance, without whichthey would bee conſtrained to comeaway, 
And theſe ſupplies being granted, that as a neceſſary mean for pro- 
ſecution of the War, the Zrg{iſh Arniy having revolted from the 
Patliament, the 2ri#iſh Forces { who excepr a very few, are all of 
the Srortiſh Nation) might re Joyncd with them under one com- 
mard-in chiefe, f&t oppofihg the Ceffation, Likewiſe many thou. 
{1nds.of the fahabicants did petition che Eſtates of S-orhind for the 
ſane purpoſe, ard” declared tit they world be conſtrained to de- 
ſert; the Counttey, if the' Scottiſh Army were forced toremove : 
Alt which being commantcared to the £2gl;ſh Commiſlioners,they 
diſpatchedaway to the Hoitfts, andin the meane time wrote to Ge- 
netaft Majot 2rovr, encouragitig him ro withſtand the Ceffation, 
atid ſhewing that they were fent from the Parliament of Znzland, 
and had power to treat and cogclude in ſuch things as om 
—_—— tha 
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that Army, and to give 2004 ſatisfaction to the defires of their 
Commiſtoners ſcht to the Convention of Eſtates. 

The Houſes of Parliament in September 1643. being acquainted 
with the ſtate of Afaires in 1rcland, findeth neceſſary to contittue 
the Scottiſh Army 1a Ireland, and in their inſtructions of the firſt of 
November, appoint their Commiſſioners to make knowne to their 
Brethren of Scotland the Votcs of both Houſes, declaring the Cef- 
farion in 7reland deſtructive to the Proteſtant Religion, diſhonour- 
abletothe Enzliſh Nation,and prejudicial to the intereſt of thethree 
Kingdomes ; and further, appoint them to make knownerhat it was 
the reſolution of both Houſes to oppoſe to theutmoſt the ſaid Ceſ- 
fation, and to encourage,ſo faras lyes in their power, all thoſe For- 
ces Scottiſh and Britiſh, for the utter ſubduing of thoſe Rebels, and 
the preventing of ſetting up Popery in that Kingdome : and in 
particular for encouragement of the m_ Army, that they will 
haſten away with all ſpecd the 60000. 1. promiſed, the 10006, 
ſuirs of cloathes, and other neceffaries, Theſe directions being re- 
rurned, and the Agents ſent from the Army, being fenfible of the 
oreat ſtraights and imminent dangers the Army was in, do inſtantly 
preſſe aſpecdy agrecment totheir demands, and preſent advance of 
a conſiderable ſumme of money and quantitie of victualls, without 
which they will notundertaketo ſtay. And having been diſappoin- 
red for 16, or 17. monerths together of any ſupply from Enzland, 
they altogetherdeclineto Treat with the E»zizſh Commiſſioners, 
but will have the engagement of the Kingdom of Szorland for what- 
ſoeveris promiſed them. Andu pon the other part the Enzliſh Com- 
miſfioners will not Treat with the Army, but with the Committee 
of Eſtates, and earneſtly preſſe their concarrence in giving fatisfa- 


Rion to the demands ofthe Army, and perſwading them to ſtay. 


Theſe who ſeriouſly conſidered the affaires of Scotland, how great 
an Army they wereto ſend into Ezzland,and what danger the King- 
dome, {0 nmch weakned of Forces, would be expbſed to { whereof 
ſincethey have ſad experience ) did incline tothe bringing of that 
Army out of rreland, (forme Gattiſons excepted , accotding to rhe 
firſt deſires of the Engliſh Commiſſioners communicated to the 
States and Army ) and ſo to make up apart ofthe Armie tobe ſent 
into Ezzland, which would leſſen the charge and expence of the 
Leavy ofthe Foot by thehalfe, and make us ſtronger at home for 
ſuppreſſing any inſurteQtion; and defetiding our felves from any in- 
vaſtonthat ſhould happen. Alſo che Army was more defirons to 
come intoEngland wherethey had hopes of ſubſiſtance, then con- 
tinue in 17elaud wherethey had experience of very grext want. But 
when ir was conſidered, that if $ror{and did not preſently incerpoſt 
for the ſtay of their Army, inall probabilitie, theKihsdomie of Yre- 
land would be reſigned into the hands of the Rebels,and the remiain- 
der of the well affected in that Kingdotheexpoſed tothelr cruelty. 
The Eſtates of Scortand being immediatly before: joyned in Co- 
neon = + _ venant 
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yenant for ſo goodends With their Brethren of England, and to 
_ drowne their peace in the ſea of Englands warre, reſolved to de- 
cline no hazard or danger whatſoever in proſecution ofthis cauſe, | 
And (thoughthen free ) did engage themſelves for a preſent ſup. 
ply of money and victualls ro enable the ſtay of that Armie; till 
the Kingdome of England ſhould ſend further ſupplies for their 
ſubſiſtance, | ER ED 
Concerning the powers for making of this Treaty, the Com- 
mittee of Eſtates of Scotland had full and ample power to Trear, a- 
oree, and conclude in all things concerning that Army: Andthatno 
doubt may remainehere, (if any be) it was, the ſawe Commirtce 
that did authorizethe Covenantand Treaty for Ezziand, and had a 
ecnerall power concerning the whole affaires of the Kingdome, 
| Astothe powers of the Commiſſioners for the Parliament of 
England, they had credentiall Letters, ſigned by the two Speakers 
inthe name of the two Houſcs of Parliament - Which Letters fay; 
Thatthe Houſes had giventheir Commiſſioners ample power to 
negotiate, treat, and conclude; and do defire the Kingdome of Scoz- 
land to beleeve whatſoever they ſhould propound. And againe, the 
Houſes inthtiran{wer tothe Kingdome of Scotland, ſent by Maſter 
Meldrum, ſay, That they have enabled their Commiſſioners with 
ample inſtruftions in their names to treat, agree, and conclude all 
Queſtions, Doubts, and Demands concerning the arreare and future 
pay of that Armie, and the continuatice or removeall of the ſame. 
And(although weare not obliged to enquire after their particular 
inftrucions, when their power in generall is ſo ample) they have 
by their inſtructions expreſle power for ſetling the accompts of 
that Armiez concerning the proportion of the ſupplies to bee ſent 
tothem, and the time of payment is left to their judgement + Con- 
cerning the managing of the War in 7relaxd, they are expreſlie au- 
thorized, preſently to ſetle the ſame to be doneby the joynt advice 
of Committees of both Kingdomes, for preventing the evils and 
miſchiefes thatclſe might fall our, and are onely ro make knowne to 
the Houſes whatthey doe, which is required atthe hands of all that 
areintruſted by any Prince or State, bee their power never ſo great; 
And ofthis power the Commiſſioners ofthe Houſes did not make 
the ſtrict uſe, but agreed upon an alternarive , leaving it to the Ele. 
ion of the Houſesof Parliament which to chooſe, the ſtay of 
the Armie in 7re/axd, upon performance of the Conditions they 
were appointedto offer, or let the Armie come from thence tobeea 
part ofthe Scottiſh Army that was to be ſenc into England. And what 
couldthe Kingdome of Scot/and do more thenthiss What was in 
their owne power to'determineas they pleaſed for the intereſt and 
pood of their owne affaires, they leave it to the determination of 
their Brethren to chooſe either of the tio, as they thought moſt 
conduceable forthe affaires of England, |

land, having taken into conſideration the dangerous eſtate ofthe Af- 
fairs of Ireland, and the demands of the Scottiſh Army, to be forth- 
with tranſported out of Ireland, or otherwiſe if they be defired to 
ſtay,that they may have a conſiderable ſupply of money, and other 


neccflaries preſently furniſhed unto them,aſſurance given for their -

They agree upon 7. Articles, which may bedrawne into three 
heads - Firſt, thatthe Armie ſhall Ray in 7re/and till the firſt of Fe-

of both Kingdomes: and inthis caſethe Armieſhall be 6bliged to 
ſtay, butincaſe theſe conditions ſhall not be really performed, thar

The firſt and laſt oftheſe areagreed upon without any reſervati- 
on, and the ſecond is agreed on by way of alternative, leaving it to 
the eleion of the Parliament of Zzgland, which they ſhould think 
fir to chooſe, yet ſoas by this Treatie they are poſitively obliged 
to the performance of one of therwo ,; wherein the words of the 
Treaty are very emphatick,when upona narrative oftheformerex- 
tremities ofthe Army, it ſayes, . 1t is therefore now azreed,erc. The 
conditionsare mutuall, the Kingdome of Scotland perſwades the Ar- 
my ta ſtay upon ſuch and ſuchconditions ,,whom they might have 
madeuſe of for their owne ſervice ; and further; they become ſure- 
tic for England thartheſe conditions ſhall bee performed. The 
Army thereupon. . engage themſelves; and according to the 
cuſtome obſervedinthat Kingdome in thelike caſes; enact them= 
ſelves ro ſtay according to the conditionsand termes agreed upon,

tac Houſes gf Parliqment the Kingdome of Scotland is intereiled in 
the managing of the warre'duting the ſtay of their Army; and ſuch 
courſe is ſerled as may.enable them to proſecute the warre accor- 
ding to the Covenant, This isall the-new obligation on Englands 
part, as for the ſupply of moneyes and other necefſaries inthis parti- 
cular, the agreement is made much for Erglands advantage; for 
whereas they, were obliged by a former Treatie for preſent payment 
of the wholearrcares, the Army is perſwaded for the preſentro ac- 
cept ofthe 5, of 6, partoftheir artears, andthat. not to bee payd 
till rwo months afcerche Trearie.

lity is wanting,forthis Treaty is figned by the Clerks oft both King- 
domes, andratified by the Parliaments ofboth reſpectively; It hatki 
althe names that canbe dedired, for it is called by theHouſesa Reſult, 
an.

| Beforewee ſpeaks of the confirmation;and performance of this 
Trearie we thall premiſe two things. Firſt, that propoſitions were 
framed by the-Committee of Eſtates of Scotland and the Commil.- 
fioners of bath Houſes,the 25, 4uguft 1643.concerning the ſending 
of an Army.iaro Ezzlard,ia the preamble of which, itis expreſly ſet 
down, that theſe propoſitions wereto be certified with all conveni- 
ent ſpeed tothe two Honſes of the Parliamentof Zrgland, and the 
Convention-of Eſtates of Srathardl, ro bee reſpeRivelic taken into 
their confiderations, atd-;procceded withas they ſhall finde cauſe, 
whichexpreſſipns are nor. ſer downzn the preamble of theſe Articles 
of the 28. Nayeonber, 1643, Onely:becauſethere is an alternative 
inthe Treaty:ytherefore ithey avetobe:preſentedto the Houſes who 
had. power to:make choiſcof the ſtay of the Army, or of their re- _ 
moveall at thefirſt of Fehruery, according tothe reſpective condiri- 
_ ons, mentioned in the Treaty, butare politively obliged to the Ele- 
Gon of one of two, as may appear by theſe words, '(1t & agreed, 
aud is is aow'agreed ) prefixed tothe ſoverall articles, which pf not 
os one 
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dont in the propoſitions of the 25 of Augu#. Secondly, that upott 
the 22. of Ianuary 1642. the Commiſſioners of the Kingdome of 
Scotland then retiding here, having recciveda Propoſition from the 
Committee of both Houfes for tranſporting to Ireland 2500, men 
then on foot in Scotland, declared they had no inſtrutions ſo to do 
till the cloſure of the Treaty , but were content to offer ſome pro« 
poſitions to the Houſes of Parliament, which being granted, they 
would repreſent the deſires of the Houſes to the Councell of Scot- 
land ; and upon the 24, of Tannary , theſe propoſitions being pre- 
ſentedto the Houſes, they did agreeunto them, and upon the 26; 
and 27, of Ianuary,they were approved by his Majeltie: theſe were 
only ”ropoſitions,and propoſitions to be preſented tothe Councel 
of Scotland, yet afterthey were conſented unto by the Councell of 
Scotland, it was an obligatory agreement betweene the Kingdomes. 
We-now come to the confirmation of this Treaty, which being a- 
oreed upon at Edizbargh, and ſigned by the Clerks of the Commir- 
xees of both Kingdomes; The Engliſh Commiſſioners upon the 30; 
of November,diſpatch away the ſame to the Houſes; with a Letter, 
wherein they ſhewthe dangerouseſtate of Ireland, and that in caſe 
of the coming away of the Srottiſh Army, that Kingdome would be 
reſigned:up into the hands of the Rebels, that the Parliament had 
enabled thera to promiſe, but not to performe, or words to that 
ſenſe; and the Committee of the Eſtates of Scotland pave inſtruti- 
ons to their Commiſſioners, about thattime repairing to Loxdoy, 
' todeſirethe Parliament of Bng/andto confirme that Treaty , and 
ſpeedity ro perfonne the conditions therein agreed upon z andac. 
cordingly the Commiſſioners of Scotland ſo ſuone asthey come to 
London, anda Committee was appointed by the Houſes to Treat 
with them, gavein'a Paper upon the 17. of February, to bepreſen- 
ted to' the Houſes for that purpoſe z and upon the 9. of cHaurch, 
both-Houſes confirmed: the 3x.,2,4, 6, and 7. Articles, whereof 
that ofthe managing ofthe Warreis one, and 1n ratifying of the 
6. Article, the Houſes do expreſly call it a Treaty. Further, the 
Houſes inanſwer tothe Paper ofthe Commilſsioners of the King- 
dome of Scotland, appoint the Committees ofboth Houſes, to de- 
livertheſe Votes of the 9, of March, as their conſentto the 1; 2,4, 
6. and 7. Articlesof the Reſult of the Committces of both King- 
_ domes, which was done accordingly. Concerning the 2,and 5. Ar- 
ticles they returnethis anſwer, That the extremities and wants of 
this Kingdome were ſo js as though they uſed theirendeavours 
co provide, that 10000. 1. preſent, and 50000.1. iti Febyadry, yerie 
was not comein, bur they hoped within: fome-ſhort rime to doit, 
And becauſe inthis caſe the Scottiſh Army was not obliged to ſlay, 
as is agreed upon expteſly inthe 5. Article: for preventing their 
coming atvay, the Houſes doedefirethe Kingdom of: Sivrland to 
co-operate with them ſo fat as lyeth intheirpower, tokeep the ſaid 
Army'intre/ed, for the proſecution of the Watte againſt 'the 
ds Pe Cn ren bloudy 
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bloudy Rebels ::And do promiſe, That fo faras is poffible for the 
Parliament of. England: to'doe for the ſpeedy providing ofthe 
60000.1. and ſetling of a courſe for their future pay, they will ap- 
ply themſelves thereunto with all readineſſe and care : in the meane 
time the 50000.1. not being paycd to the Army at February, ac- 
cording to the agreement : The Army gathers together tlie Ships, 
and Barks in thoſe parrs, preſently ts tranſport themſelves ; and be- 
fore it was poſſible for the Kingdome of Scotland to give any ſtop, 
three ofthe Regiments landed 1n Scotland, in a yery mutinous po- 
ſtyre, with intention to Leavy moneys upon the Kingdome of 
Scotland for payment of their arreares. And onthe other hand there 
were great grievances amongſt the people, by reaſon of the grear 
taxes and burthens laid upon them; for raifing and maintaining the 
Army ſent into England,and for reliefe of the Army in 1reland, and 
particularly by reaſon of the Exciſe, which being a thing which 
wanted the praRtiſe of former times, and onely for the maintenance 
of Armies in other Kingdomes, occaftoned no ſmall diſturbance a- 
mongſt the people, as the Commiſſioners of the Parliament can 
bear. witneſſe. Bur notwithſtandingall theſe difficulties ( whereof 
we hope the Honourable Houſes will never be forgetfull ) The E- 
ſtatesof Scotlaxd being verie deſirous, ſo far as was in their power, 
to co-operate with the Parliament -of England for the ſtay ofthar 
Armie, forthwith gave powerto theit Committees (a thing very 
vauſuall inthat Kingdome, even in the greateſt exigents ) to call 
beforethemall perſons that were able of themſelves, or by their 
cxedit, to lend or raiſe moneyes, and to require and ordaine thenx 
to-lend or giveſecurity for ſuch ſums.of money as they conceived 
to be proportionable to their eſtates. And with power to theſe 
Committees, iacalſe of refulall, totake ſuch courſe with them, as 
in ſo urgent a neceſsity they ſhould think fit, ro make them advance 
moneyes, as is before expreſſed. And-by this meanes a conſiderable 


proportion. of moneyes and proviſion was forthwith ſentto Ireland 


to; move them to ſtay, which they did accordingly. About the be. 
vinning of April, by the report of Maſter Traile; and Letters from 
Scotland, theſe things were made knowne to the Houſes, and thar 
the Armie had thereupon condeſcended to ſtay, notwithſtanding 
they had received no ſupply from England for 20, moneths toge- 
ther. - This was alſo recapitulated in a Paper of the 3. of Aprit by the 
Commilſsioners of Scotland, who upon theſe confiderations, preſſe 
the-further reſohijtion vfrhe Houſes about the 3. and 5. Articles of 
the Reſult of 28, of November, ſhewing that they-had no power to 
do any moreor:otherwiſethen was therein agreed : and withall de- 
firing theHouſes, in caſeany emergent neeeſitie of buſineſſe here 
ſhonld interrupt the accompliſhment thereof, to declare the reſolu- 
tiphaccording tothe 5. Article of the Reſult, and in a Paper of the 
6; af April, the Commilioners of the Kingdome of Scotland doe 
poſegeely Sara the Hoyly ts take into confiveration The proven 
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ſupply and future ſubſiſtance of that Armie, or of tranſporting and 
diſpoſing of them orherwile to thegood of both Kingdomes, and 
of giving their laſt reſolution concerning the one or the other,tothe 
Convention of Eſtates and to the Army, now after foure moneths 
atrendanceupon their anſwer, ſince the conditions wereagreed up- 
onat Edimburgh, whereapon the Houſes on the 11. of April, re. 
ſolve and promite, Thar by the 15. of Hay, 30000. I. ſhould bee 
provided, and the remainder thereof by the laſt of Tune : and ſay it 
is that whereupon the Armic may depend, and for thefuture main- 
tcnance of the:Scortiſh and Britiſh Forces, that 4000, I. ſhould be 
payed monthly ro the Scottiſh Army, and thelike ſum monthly tg 
the Britiſh Forces,and the ſurpluſage due to the Scottiſh Forces, ac- 
cording to the Treaty overand above the ſaid 4000. 1. monthly;to. 
be ſecured to them upon the publick Faith, Concerning the Com- 
mander-in chief; they declare that the Earle of Zeven is Comman- 
der in chief of the Britiſh, as well as Scots, according tothe 4. Article 
of the Reſult ofthe Commirtees of both Kingdomes, paſſed bork 
Houſes, which they mention intheſe Votes, as the ground obliging 
them in that particalar, and defire his Excellence to appoint a Com- 
mander ih chicfin his abſence: and for the managing of the war, they 
refolve that Committees be nominated,and appointed by the joyart 
advice of both Kinigdomes to refide oa,the place for regulation of 
theſe Forces, and better carrying on of that Warre, Re. 
Further, upon the 25. of ay, the honourable Houſes of Parlia- 
ment wrote a letter to the Parliament of Scotland, acquainted them 
that they had ratified and confirmed the ſeverall-Treaties made and 
agreed between their Commiſſioners andthe Eſtates of Scotland;and 
it is theit deſire the ſame may be done by the Parliament of Scorlang. 
Allo they profeſſe themſelves, verie ſenſible of the great wants and 
extremities which the Scottiſh Armie in- Ireland hath borne with 
much patience, occaſioned by themanifold diſtractions and great 
neceſſities of this Kingdome, and doereturne their heartie thanks to 
the Kingdome of Scotland, fortheir care:ofthat Army,and the great 
charge they havebeen at for their relief, with-proviſions and money 
for theirneceſſarie ſubſiſtance: They likewiſe in that letter make 
knowen what they have done in purſuance of their reſolutions of the 
11, of April, and promiſe performance ofthe reſt according tothe 
faid reſoluriqns, by all which it is moſt cleare and evident , that the 
Houſes did chooſe the firſt part ofthe alternative concerning theſtay 
ofthe Army, whereas if they had ſeaſonablie choſen. the laſt part 
concerning their tranſport; the Kingdome of S cot{and had beenfree 
ofa great burthen of entertaining that .Armie in Irelan#, and needed 
not to have beene at the charge of raiſing ſp many foot to bring into 
England, We come now toanſwerthe'gbjeRtions, whichas at the 
debare we deſired to know,if we repeated them fairhfully, ſo ifthere 
be any.miſtake now we ſhall upon information be readie to reQifie 
che ſme, EE ns | os py i Om ST ge > pe wes £ 
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Iris objeted fromthe preamble of this 'Treatie, that theſe were 
only propoſitions to be preſented to the Houſes,and ſo onely prepa- 
ratory for their reſolution, without any obligation of a Treatie. 
To which we anſwer. - Thatthereaſon of this was becauſe the 


'Eteatie confiſted of an alternative, and it was left tothe Houſes ro 


chooſe the one part of theakernative or the other, with the conditi- 
ons therein exprefled , butin all other things the Treatie was then 
fully agreed upon,as may appear by comparing them withthe pro- 
poſitions of the 25. of Augs#, inthe preamble of which it is clearly 
expreſſed; thar the Parliament of Zz2land, or convention of Eſtates, 
may alter or change chem as they ſhall finde cauſe : burthere is no 


ſuch expreflion in the preamble of theſe, onely it is ſaid they were 


agreed uponto be preſentedto the Houſes, and theſe not as naked 
propoſitions, butas particulars already agreed to by their Com: 
mithoners, as is prefixed to the Articles; to the end they mightbec 
confirmed : Only this was left free,thatthe Houſes might make e- 
leion cf ojje part of the Alternative, and that it is not alſo to bee 
preſeared ro the convention of Bſtarcs or Parliament of Scotland, 
ts:as cleare, for thar the Committee of Eſtates did not reſerve a 
power to derermine concerning the ſtay or removeall of theArmy, 
burlefr the ſame to the Houſes of Parliament, upon the conditions 
expreſſed in the agreement, and therefore did finally conclude for 
their part uponthe whole, theexigent becing ſuch as would not ad. 
mit ofa delay, till the meeting of the Parliament 'in May following, 
becauſethings-were preſently to be performed in matter of ſupply 
andaccompts, to-perſwadethe ſtay of the Army ill the firſt of Fe- 
bruary: Andthere wasalfo a neceſſitic of giving ſatisfaQtion to the 
Army preſentlie, what ſhould betheir conditions, if they ſhould be 
defiredro ſtay after the' firſt of Febr#9r7,and what ſhould bee their 
condirions if they came away,which were then agreed upon by both 
Kingdomes:  Onely concerning the alternative there was no deter- 
mination for the preſent on Zxzlands part,it beingatthe deſire of the 
Commiſhoners left to theeleRion of the Houſes. And whereas it 
was affirmed that theſe: Articles were not obligatory, welcave itto 
the Houſes and all underftanding men ro judge , whether this could 
have-given any ſatisfaRtion tothe Army ro ſtay, or the Kingdome 
of Scotland to engage. ifit had beenthen ſaid unto them by theCom- 
miſſioners ofthe Parliament of Enzland, We wil makean agreement

. T+ This ſeems ro us very ſtrange Doctrine,ſince thereis h6 law of 
Nations norconſtanr practiſe or cuſtome between theſe Kingdams; 
concerning the formalities of a Treaty, we never undetſtood ſixch 
a diſtin&tion of Treaties and agteement berween Kingdoms befote, 
as ſome obligatory and ſome nor; and to tell us now, and never till 
now, two yearesand a halfe after the agreement, andafter Scorland 
harh performed their part of it, that this is not a Treaty in that 
ſenſe that other Treatiesare; Whatſocverbe the mindes of privace 
perſons, wetruſt it will be very farrefrom the Hotionrable Houſes

. .Weanſwer.; That at the framing of the propoſitions it was con. 
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alſo have changed the moſt materiall things in theſe Propoſitions. 
Certainly if one of the Kingdomes be not obliged to the marter or 
forme of theſe Propoſitions, the other is not. Burt thar it may ſuf- 
ficiently appear to the Honourable Houſes, that wee haveno other 
thoughts now then we had then, and ſo farre as we know, was then 
alſo the minde of the Houſes themſelves : We defire that our Pa- 
per of the 28. of 07ober, 164.4. may be peruſed, which was deli- 
vered into the Houſes immediarly upon the concluding of the Pros 
poſitions, and before they were ſent to Oxford, wherein wee deſire;

try by which it wasdone, are obliged to purſue, rake, and puniſh 
the offenders with all rigour.

3. They wereuſeleſſe in Ireland, by reaſon ſupplics were not ſent 
them according to the Treaty, to enable them for ſervice there, and 
were better employed in dclivering Scotland from thoſe who had 
invaded that Kingdome, fot no other quarrcll but for the afliſtance 
ſent unto Erzland, and in preventing an invaſion of Exzlazd, which 
the late Earle 07 Montroſe and the Iriſh Rebels profcfled and de- 
clarcd to be their maine intention and cdefigne.

That the Committee of 
both Houſes had no powcr to Treat, agree and conclude, but on- 
ly to Trear and report ; yea, they were expreſly limited notto 
makea Reſult, but appointed to report their opinions , with the 
reaſons of rhe Scottiſh Commiſſioners apart: and where there is no 
power to makea Reſult, certainly there can be no Treaty ; alſo the 
caſe is wholly different, as may be made eaſily appeare, but becauſe 
this argument was not inſiſted upon, wee ſhall infiſt on the en- 
tring of it. BE 

A 6. Obje&ion was, That the Houſes did delay the Ratificati« 
on of the 3. and 5. Articles, and when they gave their reſolution 
uponthem, they varied the dayes for payment of the moneys, 
and did not ratifie the 5. Article, as it was preſented, 

Wee cannot ſee where the ſtrength ofthis argumeat lyeth, un- 
leſſe it be tocommend the readinefle of the Kingdome of Scotland, 
who in the interim furniſhed moneys and proviſtons to that Armie, 
and the patience of the Army, who notwithſtanding all their for- 
mer ſufferings, did wait for theſe ſupplies ſo long after thetime a- 
greed upon inthe Treaty. Concerning thenot ratifying of the 5. 
Article, as it was preſented, we are forced again to remember that 
which ſcemes tobe forgottenall alongthedebate, That there is an 
Alternativeinthe 5. Article; and the Houſes couldnot ratifie both 
partsof the Alternative, which are diretly oppoſite, whereof the 
one doth concetne their ſtay, the other their removall, 

A 7. ObjeRtion was, That there was no ſtipulation on Scotlands

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part, for by the Ticatie the 6, of Auguſt, the Scottiſh Army was ob-> 
liged to ſtay in Irelaze, and ifthe conditions be not mutnall, anc ſti. 
pulatory, the whole founcacton of this Trearic is taken away, 
_ For anſwer, We deſire it may be conſidered, that the Army, ac- 
cording to the Treaty, was to be monthly payed, and rhey were 
not obliged to {tay till they were ſtarved, though ſuch were the pa- 
tience of many oi them, Burwhich removes ir beyondall excepti- 
on or {cruple the Ariic had then, for about 16. moneths reccived 
no ſupplies from Eng/ad, (which weebelceve no age can paralell ) 
and the Parliament of E2g/and, according to their inftruftions in Tuly 
1642. had declared, their owne troubles did ſo increaſe, rhat the 
were not able to maintaine them, and therefore defired the Eſtates 
of Scotland to withdraw tem from 7eland, except a few to bee I: fe 
tor Garrifons, and offered all meancs in the power of the Houſes 
for ſatisfying ther Arrears, according to ine Treaty the 6. Augn#t. 
Now being thus diſ- ingaged by the Parliament of England in An- 
21ſt, and the Army thereupon willing to come away, they 
wcre not obliged to ſtay. whenafterwards upon no.ice of the Re- 
volrotthe Parliaments Forces, and making a Ceſfarion with the 
Iriſh Rebels, their ſtay was found neceſſary, and defired by Enz- 
land : Neirher was the Kingdome of Scotlazdat all obliged to en- 
rertaine that Army, nor to ſend them ſupplies, as they didengage 
themſelves to do by this ſecond Treaty, arthe defire of the Parlia- 
ment of Enzland, 

It was laſtly objected, That theſe Articles were ofa diverſe na- 
ture, ſix ofthem are obligatorie,as being grounded upon the Treaty 
of the 6.of AuzuFt, bur that concerning the managing of the waris of 
another nature, having no y#:4 pro quo,neither was itthe cauſe of the 
ſtay ofthe Army, and therefore not obligatorie ; and though the 
whole Articles were obligatory, yet the Kingdome of England 
failing in performance to Scotlans,the Kingdome of Scotland was 
free to break onthe orher fide, and there is an end of the Treaty. 

This of all other appeares to be moſt ſtrange, for it makes no dif- 
ference between a Treaty and Common diſcourſe,it one Kingdome 
break to another, ſuppoſe it were inthe leaſt cirumſtance, rhe other 
Kingdome is by this tenet ſerar liberty ro breake in the whole, and 
ſo the Treaty to be for ever diſſolved, as if it hadnever been. To 
this we ſhall anſwer no further, but that this argument makes a 
Treaty ( which is a thing moſt ſacredand inviolablerto be keept be= 
tween Kingdomes ) to be of ſuch a nature as either Kingdome 
may diſſolve it at pleaſure, without any reparation to be had,. or 
account to be ſought by the other ; and conſequently there is not, 
nor cannot be any obligatory Treaty between the Kingdomes. To 
the firſt part of the Argument, that fix ofthe Articles are obligatory 
and one isnot, Weanſwer, that by the Treaty of the 6, of Auzuſt, 
the Parliament of England was obliged to pay the whole arreares of 
the Army,extending then toabovethree hundreth thouſand pounds 
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ſterling, as niay appeare by the accompts ſigned, and concluded 
by the Ezzliſh Commiſhoners immediatly after this Treaty, 28.No- 
vemb, 1643. Andin this new Treaty the Army was coatentfor that 
preſent to accept of the 5. or 6. partoftheir arreares, and bee- 
cauſe they had been ſo often diſappointed of what was promiſed 
them , they demanded this further ſecurity, That the Kingdome of 
Scotland might be ſurety for Englands performance, which they had 
notinthe Treaty ofthe 6. of CAuguſt, ſome of theſe Articles are 
not atallmentionedin the Treaty of the 6. of CA»guff, as the 6. 
and 7. Articles, andthe reſt, though they may have the ſame mar. 
_ terwith ſome Articles of the Treaty of the 6. of Auguſt, yet are 
they agreeduponina different manner : And that it may appear 
that the 4. Article of this Treaty concerning the Command in 
chiefe ,and managing of the Warre , is not altogether now, as this 
Objection ſeemes to hold forth, we deſire it may be remembred, 
thatinthe 3, Article of the Propoſitions of the 24. of Tanuary, 
164-2. it is agreed, That if itſhall be thought fic that any Regiments 
or Troupes of /{fter ſhall joyne with the Scots Forces, that they 
ſhall receive Otders from the Commander ofthe Scottiſh For- 
ces, andinthe 9, Article ofthe Treaty of the 6. of {auguſt , it 
is agreed that the inhabitants ofall Townes and villages in Ireland, 
wherethe Scottiſh Armie ſhall be , the Country people ſhall riſe 
and concurre with them , when the Commanders of the Scottiſh 
Army ſhall thinke fit for the ſervice, and ſhall receive Orders and 
directions from them, and inthe x0. Article of that Treaty, if 
the Scottiſh Armic ſhall joyne with any .other Forces in 1relavd, 
The Generall ofthe Scortiſh Armic , ſhall onely Cede ag Kings 
Lieutenant , his deputy, or any other who ſhall have the chiefe 
| Ap Shag 6 of that Kingdome, derived from the Crowne of Exg- 
#4, and otherwiſe, the Generall of the Scottiſh Armie is to pre- 
cede, and have the Command of all others: and whea this Trea- 
ty was fade, thete was no other meane left for preſerving that 
Kingdome from utter ruine , but to joyne with the Scottiſh and 
Britiſh Forces under one Command for oppoling theCeſſation. And 
tis to be confidered, that whereas by the which Article of the 
Treaty 6. of Aaguft , the proſecution of the Warre of Ireland by. 
the Scortiſh Armie,is leftto the judgemenc of the Commanders of 
the Scottish Army , as they ſhall think moſt expedient for the ho- 
nour ofthe King, and Crowneof England, and only in the caſe 
of conjunttionwiththe Kings Licutenant, or Deputy by authority 
fromthe Crowne of Eszland, they arcto receive inſtructions from 
them in ati honourableway , ro whom he isonely to Cede, andto 
precede all others. By this new Treaty, the Commanders of 
the Scottich Army , ſubje@themſelves to theorders and directions _ 
ofa Committe of both Kingdomes, whereby their power is ſo 
farrediminiſhed andlimited which it was not before. Allo,this is 
onelyto coniaueduringthewarre , andisat anend, how Toone 
5 a peace 
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a peaceis ſetled, or that the Scorrifh Armie ſhall be ſatisfied and dif. 
miſſed, whereof we ſhall be heartily content, Whereas it is ſaid, 
there is nota guid pro quo, that hath beenc anſwered formerly, 
the ſtay ofan Army aftcr it hath been ſtarved 16. monthes to ſave 
a Kingdome, is a quid pre quo, the Kingdome of Scotland, their ſen. . 
ding ſupplycs to that Army, is aqu7d pro quo, andfor that which 
is ſaid, that in the 5, Article it is expreſſed, that in caſe the 
50000, |. benot payd in February, the Army would not ſtay. 
And therefore, the condition of the money was the cauſe of their 
ſtay , andnort the condition for the managing ofthe warre: Itis no 
conſequence, for it was expreſly demanded by the Armie, and 
they would notſtay ſo much, as to the firſt of Febraary, without 
the conjunion of the B7itish Forces, in manner aforeſaid, becauſe 
ofthe ſtrength of the enemic, and therefore it was expreſlie agreed 
upon inthe 4. Article, and that their ſtay is mainlie pitched upon 
the payment of the money , the reaſon is cleare', becauſe the 
mcane of their ſubſiſtance is the Primarie condition, and neceſſaril 
preſuppoled, as the cauſe ſine quo mop, to which the conjunt- 
on of the Forces and managing ofthe warre is but ſecondary, and 
withourit altogether unproficable, And to conclude the whole 
debate, we defire it may be obſerved, that whereas by the Votes of 
the Houſes it wasappointed ; that the Committee of both Houſes 
ſhould makeit appeare to us, that the tranſations at Edinburgh 
28. November, 1642. wasno Treaty: It was acknowledged inthe 
debates on Saturday , the 28. of March laſt , that theſetranſaQti- 
ons were an agreement between the Kingdomes; and a Treaty be- 
tweenthe Kingdomes , but nota Treatie in ſuch a ſenſe as other 
Treaties thar are obligatorie : and in the debates on Monday fol. 
lowing, it wasacknowledged tobe obligatory in ſome, butnor 
in all the Articles thereof, To which we make this anſwer. That 
the Commiſſioners of the Houſes of Parliament, had a generall 
power to Treat, agree, andconclude, andin their Credeatiall 
Letters given by the Houſesto their Commiſhoners, thereisng 
ſuch diſtintion. 2. When the Enzlish Commiſſioners agree with 
the Eſtates of Scotland , they make no ſuch diſtinion, nor is there 
any ſuch diſtin&tion of diverſenatures or ſenſes in the Articles, as 
they are ſet down andagreed on, norcanthey admit of any other 
interpretation then is expreſſed inthe Articles themſelves. 3. There 
is no ſuch diſtintion made, when theſe Articles areratified and 
confirmed by the Houſes: Had any ſuch diſtintion beene made 
known before the agreement, thetime of the agreement, or the 
timeofthe confirmation (which without the clearexpreſſion of it, 
could never be apprehended by the Kingdome of Scotland) there 
had been ſome colour for ſuch an objection : but the Articles be- 
ing agreed on by Commiſſioners, having full and ample power, 
theagreement being granted upon demands of an Armic, left ar 
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hberty tocome away, and upon the off-rs and promiſes of the 
Houſes ,, there being mutuall conditions between the two King- 
domes , and conditions being performed on Scotlands part , being 
ratified by the Houſes, called by them, an Agreement, A Treatie, 
an Aflurance, that upon which the Army might depend, and the 
Votes ofthe Houſes delivered to us, as their conſent to this Trea- 
tic. The Kingdome of Scorland being thereupon deſired by the 
Houſes to co-operate for the ſtay of the Army , and a Letter bc- 
ing written from the Houſes to the Parliament of Scorland, ac- 
quainting them that they had ratified the ſeverall Treatics between 
the Kingdomes , we having ſtill demanded the performance of ir, 
as a Treaty confirmed by the Houſes , and no exceptio:1 made, bur 
ſtill acknowledged asa Treaty till now , Upon theſe conſiderations 
wee are confident the honourable Houſes will never deny it to 
bee a Treaty , wherein weare the more confirmed, that the Com- 
mittee of both Houſes, having takena day to anſwere our argu- 
ments, andafrter that another, made no reply , wee having allo at 
thecloſe of the debate offered to their Lordſhips ; Thar if they had 
any further ſcruples or doubrs, we were ready and confident to give 
them ſatisfaction, and withall deſired , that if any other papers 
were made uſe of , concerning this bufineſſe then we had ſeen, rhey 
might be Communicated unto us, that nothing might be wanring 
- which might give the honourable Houſes full ſatisfaction, 
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
